CUBANS’ REPORTS ON 
FUTURE RELATIONS 


Majority Specifies Conditions of 
Intervention. 


Says Naval Stations Should Be Sold or 
Leased—Minority Objects to 
Platt Amendment. 


committee on 
the Cuban Constitutional 
Convention will submit majority and mi- 
nority reports to the convention to-mor- 
row. The majority report, in an introduc- 
tion, quotes Article I. of the Treaty of 
Paris; the Joint Resolution of the United 
States Congress, and the Platt Amendment, 
and then proceeds as follows: 

““Inasmuch as Secretary Root, being au- 
thorized by President McKinley, says that 
the Platt law has for its object the guaran- 
teeing of the independence of Cuba, and 
does not meen interference with its govern- 
ment, or the protectorate or 
of sovereignty, and also that intervention 
will only take place when independence is 
endangered by outside powers or grave in- 
terior disturbances, creating anarchy; and, 
inasmuch as Secretary Root has said that 
the naval stations will not be used for 
Vantage points of intervention, but only to 
protect Cuba against foreign powers, we 
report as follows: 

“That, in virtue of the fact that the 
Platt law, in its preamble, says it is a ful- 
fillment of the joint resolution and has 
been adopted by Congress with the princi- 
pal object cf establishing independence, we 
do propuse to the Conveniton to accept the 
following as an appendix to the Constitu- 
tion:” 

The first, second, fourth, and 
clauses are quoted in their entirety. 
third clause has the following addition: 

“It being understood that the United 
States have the right to intervene to pre- 
vent the action of a foreign power or dis- 
turbances causing a state of anarchy, and 
that the intervention shall always be the 
act of the United States, and not of iso- 
lated agents. The intervention shall sup- 
pose neither sovereignty nor a protector- 
ate, and shall only last sufficiently long to 
é€stablish normal conditions. Said inter- 
vention, it is also understood, shall not 
have the right to interfere in the govern- 
ment, but only the right to preserve inde- 
“pendence.” 

An addition to the sixth clause says that 
the ownership of the Isle of Pines shall 
be settled by a future treaty. An addition 
to the seventh claifse says: 

“It shall be understood that the naval 
stations do not give the United States the 
right to intervene in the interior govern- 
ment, but are established with the soie 
purpose of protecting American waters 
from foreign invasion directed against 


Cuba or the United States. Cuba will sell 
or lease the necessary land at points to be 
agreed upon later.” 

An addition to the eighth clause says that 
the Government of Cuba suggests at the 
Same time a treaty of commerce based 
upon reciprocity. The minority report says: 

“The explanations given to the commis- 
sion in Washington show that the Platt 
law does not express the wishes of the 
United States. It was intended to protect 
the independence of Cuba, but the wording 

ives other interpretations. The United 
tates are inconsistent in asking naval 
Stations, when the amendment provides 
that no concessions shall be given to for- 
eign powers. Such a demand raises the 
question whether the United States do 
not consider Cuba a part of their posses- 
sions.”’ 

The report of the minority virtually ac- 
cepts the first and second clauses. For the 
third clause the following is substituted: 

“That the Government of Cuba_ sub- 
Scribes to the Monroe doctrine and will 
help the United States to enforce it against 
other nations trying to violate it.’’ 

For the fourth clause the following is 
substituted: ‘‘ Cuba does not recognize acts 
of interventiOn which are (not?) in con- 
formity with the Foraker resolutions and 
the laws of the country.” 

The seventh clause reads: ‘Cuba will 
maintain naval stations, handing them 
over to the United States in time of war.”

A person who is in close 
Spanish Government made 
statement: 

“It is a fact, to which the attention of 
all Americans should be called, that 
only Spain, but Spanish residents in Cuba, 
both those who have retained their Span- 
ish nationality by inscription and those 
who have become Cuban by not inscribing, 
are closely watching developments in this 
matter of the relations between the United 
States and Cuba. This is a question which 
feems to involve more than the Platt 
amendment merely. It seems to tend ulti- 
mately toward annexation 

“Spaniards here and in Spain favor an- 
nexation. Not only do they fear that any 
Government by Cubans. not controlled by 
the United States, would endanger property 
and even life, but they also favor annexa- 
tion because they believe it would restore 
the Spanish influence in politics, because, 
with the alliance they would make with 
the former autonomists, the conservative 
Cubans, and the Americans who belong 
here. they would control the politics of the 
island by an overwhelming majority, 

“This condition would meet with the ap- 
proval of Spain, because, in her commercial 
relations with Cuba. she would be bene- 
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fited by the preponderance of Spanish in- | 


fluence. Spain has great influence in South 
America and is trying to maintain her in- 
fluence in Cuba. The only solution of the 
oblem is annexation. Spaniards will not 
come Cubans, but they are ready to be- 
come citizens of the United States. 

*‘ All the Spaniards in Cuba and the con- 
fervative Cubans desire that the Platt 
amendment should not he accepted, hoping 
that in such an event the next Congress 


will take a more annexationist view of the |! 


relations between the United States and 
Cuba. Indeed, some of our most prominent 
Spaniards and Cubans have gone sod far as 
to approach Governor General Wood to tell 
him that the most conservative and Amer- 


fean solution of the present problem would | 


be the rejection of the Platt amendment 
and to urge that the United States should 
take special notice of the situation, in or- 
der to see what deep root the desire for 
annexation has taken.” 
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MRS. McKINLEY STRONGER. 
Able to Sit Up Yesterday—Generally 
Believed She Will Continue 
to Improve. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 19.—Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley’s condition was so far improved 
this evening that she was able to sit up a 
short time. This welcome news was given 

out shortly after 5 o'clock. 

Gen. Shafter called on President McKin- 
ley, and while they were talking word 
came down stairs that Mrs. McKinley 
was sitting up. The President at once 
asked to be excused and hurried to the 
sick room. The anxiety caused by last 
night’s bulletin stating that Mrs. MckKin- 
ley’s temperature was higher, was dis- 
pelled at 10 o’clock this morning, when 
Secretary Cortelyou announced that she 
had passed a comfortable night, and that 
the slight fever noted last night had sub- 
sided. 

At 9:30 o'clock Secretary Cortelyou gave 
out the following bulletin: 

“Mrs. McKinley's physicians report that 
&he has had a very good day, and progress 
made since morning is satisfactory." 

President McKinley is in receipt of cable- 
grams from the King of England, President 
Loubet of France, and many other Europ- 
ean potentates inquiring as to Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley’s condition. Among the callers to- 
day on President McKinley was Calvin S. 
Titus, the first American soldier to mount 
the walls of Peking, who returned Friday 
on the transport Sheridan. 

The President did not attend church, but 
remained at home nearly all day, going out 
for a short walk just before noon. There 
was a general feeling that the crisis had 
been passed and that Mrs. McKinley 
would continue to gain strength. , 

No definite date has yet been decided 
upon when the President will start for the 
National capital, but it is hoped that Mrs. 
will be able to travel within a 
few days. 

Secretary Long left this morning for Colo- 
rado Springs to visit his daughter, who 
is ill. 


EVANSVILLE MAN RUNS AMUCK. 


Kills His Employer and a Woman, 
and Nine Cows, Wounds Several 


Persons, and Commits Suicide.

EVANSVILLE, Ind., May 19.— A double 
murder, suicide and attendant sensational 
features startled this city to-day. Everett 
Conway, thirty years old, with a wife and 
two children, this morning went to the 
dairy barn of William Garrison, and with- 
outerwarning shot and killed Garrison. Con- 
way's father was in ihe barn and the young 
man attempted to kill him but the elder 
Conway escaped. The shots attracted Mrs. 
Garrison to the rear of her home and Con- 
way shot her dead. 

After shooting nine milk cows he 
fire to the barn and when the fire depart- 
ment responded drove the firemen away, 
but later they extinguished the blaze. 
Leaving the barn he went to the Garrison 
home and barricaded himself in a room 


upstairs. The police officers failed to dis- 
lodge him and took up stations outside to 
prevent his escape. He opened fire with 
a repeating shot gun on Officer Wallis, 
shooting the latter five times, probably 
fatally. A number of women and men 
spectators were wounded. 

Conway succeeeded in crossing to his 
home, adjoining, where he kissed his wife 
and children good bye and going to a bed- 
room shot himself with a revolver, dying 
instantly. A letter was found in the house 
by the Coroner addressed to a local news- 
paper and signed by Conway in which Gar- 
rison is accused of taking everything from 
Conways father and running the whole 
Conway family away. 
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SUICIDE AT NIAGARA FALLS. 
Old Man Jumped Into the River and 
Went Over the Cataract.

NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., May 
old man, who believed to be William 
Geardhouse of Brampton, Ontario, leaped 
into the river close to Prospect Point this 
afternoon, He left his hat, spectacles, a 
card, and $4.65 in cash on the river bank. 


At the point where he jumped into the 
river the current sweeps on in a mad rush 
to the brink of the American fall, 
within a few minutes his lifeless body was 
on the rocky talus at the foot of the preci- 
pice. 
Hundreds 
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of people were spending Sun- 
day in Prospect Park, while at Prospect 
Point there was a large crowd of men, 
women, ang children watching the waters 
break over the precipice. Before they could 
fully realize it the body of the suicide shot 
down the river and made the awful plunge 
over the brink. 

Gardhouse arrived at Niagara Falls yes- 
terday, stopping last night at a small hotel 
on Niagara Street To those about the 
hotel he gave his age as sixty-six vears and 
said he was going to the Pan-American Ex- 
position. He left the hotel in the middle 
of the afternoon, and no doubt went 
straight to the park and river. The hat 
and other articles left by him were taken 
in charge by the officials of the State Res- 
ervation. 


The Animal’s Keeper Is Discharged and 
600 Miners Go on Strike.

WHEELING, West Va., May 19.—At the 
big Dillonvale Mines of the Pittsburg, 
Wheeling and Lake Erie Coal Company it 
is one of the rules that the drivers of 
mules in the mines shall take their mules 
to the stables at the close of the day and 


halter them in their stalls. On Fridav 
‘Jim ’’ Mooney came from the mines with 
the mules and, as he had always done, 
turned one of the animals loose to find 
his way to the water trough and thence 
to the stable, Mooney taking a short cut 
to meet him there and tie him up. 

The mule stubbornly returned to the 
mine, and the boss ordered Mooney to 
fetch him. Mooney refused and the boss 
sent another man. Saturday morning 
Mooney was discharged. To-day the 600 
miners held a meeting, and declared a 
strike for Moonegs reinstatement. The 
managers refused Positively. and the mine 
will not work to-morrow. The Mine Work- 
ers’ Union under its rules cannot recognize 
the strike.

KENTUCKY STRIKE IN COURT. 


Judge Enjoins Capection of Assess- 
ments and Union Dues.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 19.—Judge Nunn 
of the Hopkins County Circuit Court has 
temporarily enjoined the collection of strike 
assessments, forbids the union men from 
asking others to strike,,forbids the col- 
lection of union dues, and forbids the dis- 


tribution of food to the strikers in Hopkins 
County. The matter will come up for final 
‘argument at the present term of court. 

for several years efforts have been made 
.to organize the coal miners in Hopkins 
County. Several strikes have been fail- 
ures. The present strike has been on some 
months without decreasing the output of 
the Hopkins County mines. 

The St Bernard, Reinecke, and Monarch 
Coal Companies brought suit before Judge 
J. T. ‘Nunn against the Illinois Central 
mines and certain of their employes asking 
100,000 damages for alleged conspiracyto 
close down the plaintiffs’ mines. his suit 
is pending. Now the same plaintiffs ask 
for injunction that the defendant mining 
companies discontinue the collection of as- 
sessments out of wages of their employes, 
alleging that the purpose of the assessment 
is for the organization of the Hopkins min- 
ers, which would be hurtful to the business 
of the plaintiffs 
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MACHINISTS HERE SAY 
STRIKE WILL BE SHORT 


Anticipate Concession to Their De- 
mands by Employing Firms. 


Shut-Down Will, They Believe, Be Seri- 
ous for Manufacturers, and Latter 
Will Yield to Prevent Shops 


Being Idle. 


Meetings of the different lodges of the 
New York District of the International 
Association of Machinists were held yes- 
terday in various halls in New York and 
Brooklyn to hear final reports on the 
action ‘of employers regerding their de- 
mands and the probable extent of the strike 
which is te go into effect to-day. 

The Executive Board of the district will 
establish headquarters to-day at the Clas- 
son Building, 23 Duane Street. All the dif- 
ferent shops where strikes occur will ap- 
point separate Executive Committees, 
through which all reports will be sent. 
It was thought yesterday that about 4,000 
machinists will strike in all in the New 
York district. Of these 2,000, it was said, 
may strike in Manhattan Borough. 

The principal employers who have re~- 
fused the demands are R. Hoe & Co., the 
Garvin Machine Company, the Van Allen 
& Bonton Company, the Incandescent Arc 
Light Company, all of New York; the 
Worthington Pump Company of Brooklyn, 
the Mundy Hoisting Engine Company of 
Newark, the Singer Manufacturing Com- 
pany of Elizabethport, Ball & Wood, Eliz- 
abethport, and Babcock & Wilcox, Eliza- 
bethport and Bayonne. 

James Wilson, one of the business agents 
of the New York district, said yesterday 
that it was likely a number of the em- 
ployers who were supposed to have re- 
fused the demands would grant them to- 
day. The strike would not be a very large 
one,. he believed, in any but a few of the 
cities. Business being brisk, the employers, 
as a rule, did not want to have a strike 
on their hands at as. 
The 60,000 machinists employed by the 
National Metal Trades Association were to 
have been granted the nine-hour workday 
to-day, in accordance with an agreement 
entered into with the association a year 
ago. When this agreement was signed the 
question of wages was not mentioned, but 
the machinists supposed that it was under- 
stood that they would be paid their pres- 
ent scale. In order to make this matter 
certain they embodied in their demands 
one for 12% per cent. increase in wages 
in order to bring their earnings when 
working nine hours a day up to the pres- 
net standard. 

Contrary to expectation, the members of 
the Metal Trades Association objected to 
this demand. A meeting of representatives 
of the association and the union was held 
in this city about ten days ago to consider 
this demand, but no definite conclusion 
was reached. A number of firms in the 
association have granted the demand, and 
others, where strikes will go into effect 
to-day, have definitely refused it. 

About two months ago a copy of the 
demands was sent to every employer both 
inside and outside the association in the 
country. The copy of the demands defines 
a machinist as follows: 

A machinist is classified as a competent gen- 
eral workman, competent floor hand, compe- 
tent lathe hand, competent vise hand, competent 
planer hand, competent shaper hand, competent 
milling machine hand, competent slotting ma- 
chine hand, competent die sinker, competent 
boring mill hand, competent tool maker, and 
competent linotype hand. 

Isaac Cowen, delegate of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Engineers, which has 
machinists among its members, reported 
to the Central Federated Union yesterday 
that his organization had joined in the de- 
tnands. He said that there would be no 
general strike. The machinists, he thought. 
would get their demands, not all at once 
but in two or three shops at a time. 

The New York District of the National 
Metal Trades Association will not take any 
action as a body until to-morrow, when 
a meeting will be held. How many ma- 
chinists are on strike will then be known. 


MAGNITUDE OF THE STRIKE.

WASHINGTON, May 19. — President 
James O'Connell of the machinists, said 
to-day that he would not be surprised if 
50,000 men ‘took a holiday "’ to-morrow. 
“It is very difficult to estimate,’’ he added, 
“and that is only approximate. I don't 
predict a protracted strike of a general 
character, and I think the great majority 
of the firms will be with the organization 
by the end of the week.” 

He said men would go out in New York, 
Brooklyn, Yonkers, Rochester, Syracuse, 
Watertown, Seneca Falls, Dunkirk, Buffalo, 
and Schenectady, but he could not estimate 
the number. About 2,500 were expected 
to go out in Philadelphia. 

“That will affect twenty-five or thirty 
firms,”” he said. ‘‘ The total number of 
machinists in Philadelphia is 8,000. The 
union controls 75 per cent., and the re- 
maining 25 per cent. is favorable to it. 

Men would go out, he said, in New Cas- 
tle, Sharon, Wilkesbarre, Scranton, Erie, 
and Meadville. 

Estimates of the number of men to go 
out in certain cities were given as fol- 
lows: Cincinnati, 2,000; San Francisco, 
2.00); Denver, 1,000; Kansas City, 1,000; 
Richmond, 1,000. Fifty per cent. of the 
machinists would go out in Indianapolis. 
The strike would be fairly general in 
Indiana. In St. Louis forty firms had 
agreed to sign, and in New Orleans twenty- 
There was not much trouble in 
Chicago, but probably 1,000 would go out. 
Among the plages affected in the East 
would be Wilmington,, Del.; Camden, Tren- 
ton, Elizabethport. Plainfield, Hoboken, 
and Jersey City. About 15.000 would go out 
in Massachusetts, Rhode Island, and Con- 
necticut. 


CONDITIONS IN THIS STATE. 


BUFFALO, May 19.—It was announced at 
meeting of all organized machinists in 
held to-night that all the ma- 
employed by the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad system will strike to-morrow. 

About 1,000 men employed in other es- 
tablishments in the city struck on May 1. 
Of this number about 30 per cent. have 
returned to work, their employers havin 
granted their demands. On Tuesday 4 
more will strike, making in all about 1,200 
machinists out in Buffalo. 

A delegate from Lockport who was at 
to-day's meeting said that the men em- 
ployed by the Hawley Steam Pump Works 
in that city would strike Tuesday unless 
their demands are satistied. 
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SYRACUSE, May 19.—The union ma- 
chinists here met this afternoon and de- 
cided to quit work in the shops where the 
employers have refused to sign the nine- 
hour schedule, Little trouble is expected 
and probably not more than fifty men will 
be ordered out. 

About 500 machinists are expected to go 
out in Seneca Falls to-morrow. 


ALBANY, May 19.—The local branch of 
the International Machinists’ Union, while 
approving of the action of the parent body 
relative to a nine-hour day, will take no 
action until orders are received here from 
the Grand Officers. There are several hun- 
dred members of the order employed in the 
New York Central repair shops at West 


Albany. 
STRIKE OUTLOOK IN NEW JERSEY.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., May 19.—There ap- 
pears to be little prospect of an agreement 
between the owners and the machinists 
here, and about 1,000 men are expected to 
strike to-morrow. 

Walter Scott of the Walter Scott Print- 
ing Press Company and David E. and 
George Titsworth of the Potter Press 
Works, held a conference this afternoon in 
regard to the granting of the demands of 
the International Association of Machin- 
ists. Mr. Scott, when seen. said that he 


would not grant it at present, we to 
have an extension of time such as has been 
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given the Niles-Bement-Pond Company, in 
which to prepare an answer. 

It was stated by George Titsworth to- 
night that the situation had not been 
changed. The men have arranged to go to 
their benches for half an hour to-morrow. 
morning, and then to go out. This course 
will be taken unless some sudden change 
shall come over the managers of the two 
press works, and such it is not thought 
now, can be expected. 

The Niles-Bement-Pond Company was 
granted the extension on condition that the 
men be not called upon to do any work 
coming from a shop now on strike. 


To Go Out at Newark. 
NEWARK, N. J., May 19.—A_ general 
strike of machinists is expected here.. Some 


of the smaller concerns have agreed to ac- 
cede to the demands of the men, but the 
big plants, Watts, Campbell & Co., Hewes 
& Phillips. the Crocker-Wheeler Company, 
and the Harrison Marine Engine Company 
have held out and will be shut down 


THE STRIKE IN PHILADELPHIA. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 19.—About 2,000 
machinists will go on strike in this city to- 
morrow for the nine-hour day, according to 
John J. Keegan, business agent in this 
vicinity of the International Association of 
Machinists. Committees of machinists wil! 
call on the Baldwin Locomotive Works, the 
Cramp Shipyard Company, the Midvale 
Steel Works, Pennsylvania Iron Works 
Company, and the Southwork Iron Foun- 
dry, which firms employ about 1,500 men, 
and which have not yet signified their will- 
ingness to grant the demands of the men. 
If the committees are not successful in 
their efforts, Agent Keegan says, the men 
at these places, who ‘belong to the union, 
will immediately be called out. 

It ig said, however, that only a very small 
pronortion of the men employed at the 
establishments named belong to the union, 
and that therefore an order to strike would 
not materially affect operations at these 
places. 


SITUATION IN PITTSBURG.

PITTSBURG, May 19.—The new scale of 
the machinists has been accepted by all 
the machine companies of Pittsburg and 
vicintly except the Pressed Steel Car Com- 
pany, Oliver Iron and Steel Company, Oil 
Well Supply Company, and Forest Oil 
Company. At the Pressed Steel Car Com- 
“any the men are already on strike, and 
have declined offers of higher wages than 
the scale calls for to leave the union and 
forego the demand for the nine-hour day. 
The other companies have flatly refused 
to grant the nine-hour day. The machin- 
ists of the American Steel and Wire Com- 
pany plants are negotiating with the com- 

pany, but so far without a decision. 


SCRANTON MEN WILL GO OUT. 

SCRANTON, Penn., May 19.—The one 
thousand Scranton and Wilkesbarre em- 
ployes of the Bickson Manufacturing Com- 
pany’s machine shops, now a part of the 
Allis-Chalmers combine, to-day refused to 
accept the company’s offer of a nine-hour 
day and arbitration of the wage question, 
and will go on strike in the morning. 

The 800 employes of the Scranton Bolt 
and Nut Works refused a ‘liberal offer of 
President Zehnder because it was at vari- 
ance with the united demand of a nine- 
hour day at ten hours’ pay. 

It looks to-night as if all of the 3,000 ma- 
chinists of Scranton and vicinity, except 
the 100 men of the Dunmore Iron and Steel 
Company, will be on strike to-morrow. The 
latter company is the Seranton branch of 
the Erie Railroad Company's shops. None 
of the other Erie shops have made the 
nine-hour demand, and the local men con- 
cluded it would be futile to enter- into a 
fight. - 

The Delaware, Lackawanna, and West- 
ern Company. whose 800 machinists’ here 
have been on strike for two weeks, contin- 
ues to import men from all over the coun- 
try to take the strikers’ places: The com- 
pany claims to have 200 men at work. 
‘They live tn the shops and are guarded by 
150 special officers. 


DEMANDS GRANTED IN BOSTON. 


BOSTON, May 19.—About 1,800 machinists 
in this city will strike in the morning. One 
hundred and fourteen firms will run on the 
nine-hour schedule, employing about 2,500 
machinists, and it is confidently expected 
that others will grant the new schedule be- 
fore noon. 

To-day twelve large concerns granted the 
men's demands. 

In Quincy the Tubular 
Company granted a fifty-four-hour week, 
while the Fore River Ship and Engine 
Company is already giving ten hours’ pay 
for nine hours’ work 

In Providence 500 machinists will go out 
from two shops—the Corliss Engine Works 
of the International Power Company and 
the Providence Engineering Company. 


PROSPECTS IN CONNECTICUT. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 19.—On the 
eve of the day set by the International 
Association of Machinists for the enforce- 
ment of their demands for a nine-hour 


workday, the situation in Connecticut, on 
reports from manufacturing centres of the 
State, has a serious aspect, 

At New Haven a few men, perhaps a 
hundred in all, will go out, but the larg- 
est concerns, the Winchester Arms Com- 
pany, the Sargent Company, the Marlin 
Arms Company, and the New Haven Clock 
Company, have effected a settlement. At 
New London the 500 machinists have not as 
yet become organized, and no demand will 
be made for a shorter day. In many of the 
smaller cities the same is true. A settle- 
ment has been effected at the large Nor- 
walk iron works. 

The largest strike will be at 
where about 3,500 hands are concerned. 
There practically no settlement has been 
attempted by either employers or employes, 
each awaiting the other's move. 

At Waterbury the’ situation promises to 
become acute because the manufacturers 
have expressed their intention to fill the 
places made vacant with non-union men, 
and the unionists declare that this shall 
not be done. Already pickets are watching 
incoming trains and committes from each 
shop have been appointed to handle the 
local situations in this respect. In the other 
strike cities, Bridgeport, where 800 men are 
involved; Derby and Ansonia with 500, and 
New Britain with 200, the situation is quiet 
to-night. The strikers are completing their 
organization, however, and a _ prolonged 
struggle is indicated. 
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THE OUTLOOK IN THE WEST. 


CHICAGO, May 19.--According to the de- 
cision of the Executive Board of District 


No. 8, International Association of Ma- 
chinists, representing all union machinists 
of Chicago and vicinity, the general strike 
will go into effect in this city to-morrow 
morning. In a dozen shops the men will 
refuse to work unless their employers agree 
to grant their demands. 

The men in other shops will be called out 
during the day as the business agents of 
the union visits them and finds a refusal 
on the part of the employers to sign the 
scale. No discrimination will be made be- 
tween the shops of members of the Na- 
tional Metal Trades Association and out- 
side shops. 

The pattern makers at the Gates Iron 
Works and at the Fraser & Chalmers ma- 
chinery manufacturing plant have decided 
to make a demand for 33% cents an hour, 
and if the demand is not granted to go on 
strike. The pattern makers will ask the 
same scale of hours as that granted to the 
machinists. The union machinists at the 
Union Horse Nail Company's shop have 
already struck. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 19.—The great- 
er number of the union machinists of this 
city are already on strike, for when they 
quit work Saturday it was until their dé- 
mands were granted by the employers. The 
machinists held a large meeting to-day and 
are enthusiastic in their intention to remain 
out. Frobably 1,200 men will be idle. 
Fleven concerns have agreed to pay the 
union scale and concede the reduced hours. 
Their men will therefore not strike. They 
comprise the smaller factories. The larger 
cencerne have so far qiven no sign of 
yielding. About twenty-five factories will 
be affected. 


CINCINNATI, 
has as yet been reached between the Ma- 
chinists’ Union and the «National Metal 
Trades Association, and one of the greatest 
strikes in the industrial history of this 
city will be inaugurated to-morrow unless 
the labor leaders, who are éxpected to ar- 
rive to-morrow, shall succeed in bringing 
the warring factians together.

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SAYS CITY GAVE AWAY 
THE TUNNEL FRANCHISE 


Justice Gaynor Criticises the Leas- 
ing of the Road. 


Wants to Know Why It Should Not Be- 
long to the Municipality the Day 


It Is Completed. 


Supreme Court Justice William J. Gay- 
nor addressed the members or ihe Brooklyn 
Philosophical Association in the Long Isl- 
and Business College on South Eighth 
Street, Williamsburg, yesterday afternoon. 
His subject was ‘‘ The Charter of the City 
of New York; What Can Be Done Under 
It." During his discourse Judge Gaynor 
criticised what he declared was the giving 
away of the tunnel-road franchise. 

“It is interesting,’’ said he, ‘‘ to see what 
the new charter has brought in the way of 
municipal profit out of its public fran- 
chises. An examination of this matter may 
well fill us with surprise. Previous to the 
traming of the new charter the idea of 
municipal control of such franchises for 
the purpose of profit out of them had 
grown so rapidly as to become dominant in 
the public mind. The framers of the new 
charter recognized this and put into the 
new charter provisions that the use of 
such franchises in the streets should be 
granted only for a term of twenty-five 
years at a rental, with the privilege of re- 
newal on a revaluation. They also pro- 
vided that grants for tunnel railroads 
should be for a term not to exceed fifty 
years, with a right of renewal for twenty- 
five years on a revaluation. The grantee 
for such term had to do the construction. 

“This was merely following the method 
which is in successful and profitable opera- 
tion all over Europe. But in our charter it 
is a dead letter—and why? Because there 
is outside of the charter an independent 
statute, the principal part of which was 
passed,in the same year as the charter by 
which the city may build such enterprises 
and then grant them for the same term 
of years. Well, now, it is not likely that 
capitalists will take such grants under the 
charter und construct at their own ex- 
pense when under the_ so-called Rapid 
‘ransit Commissioners they can get the 
city to construct for them. That is the 
way the tunnel road in New York County 
is being disposed of. 

‘““The precise method by which that tun- 
nel is being built at the city’s expense and 
then granted to some fortunate if not fa- 
vored individual for a term of fifty years, 
with a renewal clause for twenty-five years 
more, and all without paying the city any 
share of the enormous profits to be made, 
but only the very moderate rate of 4 per 
cent. on the money the city expended, is .s 
follows: . 

‘Acting under the statute the Commis- 
sioners, by their engineers and otherwise, 
carefully: estimated the cost of construc- 
tion to be $35,000,000, They therefore ad- 
vertised for bids. The terms were that the 
city would pay such cost of construction 
as the work progressed under the success- 
ful bidder, and that the successful bidder 
would be the one who would so build at 
the city’s expense and agree to give the 
city the largest return and take the com- 
pleted road for the shortest term. 

*“‘I suppose [| may say that this tunnel 
road, running right through the spine of 
Manhattan Island, is the most valuable 
railroad right in the world. It is estimated 
to be worth $200,000,000 to those who have 
got it from the city. In addition it is said 
by those who know that they made a profit 
of $8,000,000 out of the city on the con- 
struction; in other words, that they can 
build it for $27,000,000 and thus clear a 
profit of $8,000,000 out of the $35,000,000 
which the city pays them for construction. 

‘* How did all this come to pass? How is 
it that the city is furnishing every dollar 
to construct this tunnel and railroad and 
is then leasing it to the contractor for a 
term of fifty years; with a right of re- 
newal for twenty-five years more, and is 
to receive none of the profits, but is only 
to be paid the interest on its bonds issued 
to raise the said money to build, plus one 
per cent.; in other words 4 per cent. on its 
money? Since the city is furnishing all the 
money to build why should not the tunnel 
and road belong to it the day they are 
completed? Why should the time when the 
city can own and lease the completed work 
and receive part of its enormous revenues 
be postponed for seventy-five years or for 
one day? Why should the city build it and 
not own it tor fifty or seventy-five years? 
Would it not have been better to have given 
away the franchise for seventy-five years 
and let the donees build it at their own ex- 
pense? 

“So the city gets nothing for this fran- 
chise, the most valuable municipal fran- 
chise in the world, for this long term of 
years, which means forever to nearly every 
human being now alive. This tunnel busi- 
ness seems to me to be an extraordinary 
piece of financiering for the city. 

‘““And why did not others bid for the 
contract do you ask? Well, a bond of 
$15,000,000 was prescribed for the success- 
ful bidder to give, justification to be in 
twice that amount, which practically makes 
a bond for $30,000,000. Now I need not 
say to intelligent people that there is prob- 
ably not one contractor in the world that 
could give such a bond. Our 
continental railways were built "by con- 
tractors who had acapital of only $1,000,000, 
How could they give a bond of $15,000,000 
or $30,000,000? Some people seem to think 
the giving of such a bond is as easy as eat- 
ing a cookie. I think it would be moderate 
to say that there are not ten people in the 
world who could come here and give such 
a bond. The many contractors and engi- 
neers of this country and Europe who were 
estimating on the work and looking to bid, 
simply turned away and went home when 
the requirement of this bond was an- 
nounced. The matter went begging after 
that, and finally this great property fell 
into the lavs of those who have it for sev- 


enty-five years. 

“Did they give the big bond? No. 
Those who got discouraged should have 
remained. Maybe the bond would have 
been reduced in time for them. While the 
matter was pending and about to go 
through an act of the Legislature was also 
yrocured in a day, taking away from the 
funicipal Assembly its power to vote on 
the question whetlfer the city should issue 
the $35,000,000 of bonds. Some one might 
have got up in that body if the matter had 
come there and asked why, if the city was 
furnishing all the money and building the 
tunnel, it should give it away for fifty or 
seventy-five years. . 

‘“‘I. cannot go further into this, but you 
should; and you should say whether you 
want the other franchises disposed of in 
the same way.”’ 


Killed by a Horse’s Kick. “ 

NEWARK, N. J., May 19.—David Smith, 
seventeen years old, of 320 Second Street, 
Harrison, took a horse belonging to his 
father to Kearny this afternoon to pasture 
himn on some vacant lots. The horse strayed 
upon the Dukes farm and got among the 
growing crops. Smith followed’ him and 
tried tc drive him out. The horse kicked at 
the youth several times and finally kicked 
him over the heart. Smith died within ten 
minutes. 


German Expedition Abandoned. 
LONDON, May 20.—The Times prints a 
dispatch from its correspondent at Peking 
that ‘“‘the British authorities emphatically 
declined to co-operate with the German 
expedition to Southern Chi-Li, and it is 


now announced that the expedition is aban- 
doned.” 


British Plan for Chinese Bond Issue. 


LONDON, May 20.—Dr. Morrison, wiring 
to The Times from Peking yesterday, says: 
‘““The British plan of a bond issue for the 
payment of the indemnity includes a pro- 


posal, in order to lighten the burden for 
China, that she should issue bonds at par 
for 800,000,000 taels now, and the remainder 
five years hence. Great Britain and tne 
United States alone oppose the joint guar- 
antee project."’

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INCIPIENT RIOT AT ALBANY. 


Crowd ‘Makes Rush for Guardsman at 
Funeral of Strike Victim, but He 
Escapes—Praise for Troops. 
ALBANY, May 19.—E. Le Roy Smith 
and William Walsh, the two victims of the 
strike who were shot by National Guards- 
men, were buried this afternoon, but the 
pouring rain kept away the thousands of 
sightseers that otherwise would have at- 
tended. The funeral of Mr. Smith was de- 
void of incident, except that it was attend- 
ed by -city officials and Directors of 
the street railway people. At the funeral 

of Mr. Walsh there was nearly a riot. 

While the services were proceeding in 
the church the crowd that had been unable 
to gain admission saw a uniformed soldier 
coming down the street. Instantly the 
people were in a state of ferment, for 
Walsh had been killed by National Guards- 
men. A rush was made for the unlucky 
soldier, but a few wise heads held the 
surging crowd back for a minute while 
several others advised the man to run. 
Arguing that discretion was the better part 
ot valor, he did run and trouble was 
avoided. 

The starting out of the first car of the 
intercity line shortly after noon to-day 
was the cause of a demonstration. Pistois 
were fired, flags waved, torpedoes were 
placed on the track and exploded, the 
motormen and conductors wore flags on 
their coats, and fully 200 men and women 
fought for the privilege of the first ride. 

Bishop Doane of the Episcopal Diocese 
towurd the end of a sermon devoted to an 
appeal for more open and prominent Chris- 
tianity, spoke of the strike. He said that 
it was either the fault of the pvflpit or the 
fault of Christian men and women fallin 
to carry their Christianity into practica 
fields that made it possible for a mob 
largely composed of women and children to 
cause the horrors of the past week. 

‘If Christianity were properly aided, if 
politics kept its hands out of serious situa- 
tions, we should not have to admit,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ that our people acted last week like 
barbarians and animals.”’ 

The departure of the Twenty-third Regi- 
ment early in the morning was attended 
with little excitement. Instead of going 
down through the city, the men went to 
the West Albany station, near their camp, 
and the pouring rain kept the crowds 
away. The men passed a very uncomforta- 
ble night, the rain pouring in torrents and 
making the tents almost untenable. 

Citizens, as a rule, have nothing but 
praise for the Guardsmen who served here 
under such trying circumstances. Only 
about a half dozen men out of 3,000 misbe- 
haved themselves. Brig. Gen. Oliver, com- 
manding the troops, says: 9 

‘‘T am heartily glad the strike is over 
and thus further trouble and possible 
bloodshed are averted. The troops have 
shown themselves efficient and prompt in 
their work. Their conduct, as a_ whole, 
has been remarkable. With nearly 3,000 
troops here, there has been almost no 
breach of discipline under trying conditions 
and a great deal of discomfort, on account 
of the heavy rain of to-day and last night. 
Although it is reported that complaints 
have been made against the conduct of cer- 
tain of the Guardsmen by citizens, no such 
complaint has been brought to me offi- 
cially. The extraordinary rapidity with 
which the troops were brought here is quite 
remarkable, as the dispatch with which 
they are being sent to their respective head- 
quarters.’ 

Regardin the troops. Gen. Roe said: 
“ The work performed by the troops has 
been perfectly satisfactory in every respect, 
and in my opinion the State is to be con- 
gratulated in having an efficient military 
force to maintain the law.” 


OFFICERS WANT ARMY CANTEEN 


Abolition of the One at Fort Snelling 
Said to Have Caused Deplor- 


able Conditions. 
Special to The New York Times. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., May 19.—The abolition 
of the canteen at Fort Snelling has resulted 
in a deplorable condition of things. “The 
guardhouse is full, desertions are more fre- 
quent, and trouble of all kinds has come 
upon the officers in command, the police, 
and the citizens of St. Paul and Minneap- 


‘‘ Never in the history of the Eighth Reg- 


iment,’’ says an officer at Fort Snelling, 
“have the officers had so much _ trouble 
with intoxicated soldiers as since the army 
canteen was abolished. Just at present 
out of two companies at Fort Snelling ten 
men are serving time in the guardhouse 
for intoxication. These are only the most 
vicious causes, as the command here is so 
small now that to put all offenders in the 
guardhouse would leave hardly enough sol- 
diers outside to guard them. Before the 
soldiers were obliged to go outside the 
fort for their drinks, the number in the 
guardhouse was seldom over three for the 
entire regiment of 1,000 men.” 

The soldiers now have to go across the

At Snelling, 
on the opposite side of the river, there are 
half a dozen saloons that have been doing 
a thriving business since the canteen was 
abolished, but the men of the army are 
not welcomed in the city, even at the sa- 
loons. However, they will come, and six 
out of ten find lodging at the police station 
after he has spent all his money in drink. 

An official in command at the fort says: 
‘‘For the deportment of the soldiers it is 
the worst change we have had to contend 
with since I entered the army, and I feel 
confident from the complete failure of the 
plan everywhere that it will be changed 
back to the old way as soon as it can pos- 
sibly be done. 

“There is as good an example as you 
might ask for,"’ he continued, pointing to 
two men coming from headquarters. ‘‘ One 
of these boys was as good a Sergeant as 
there is in the regiment. Now he is a 
private with a fine of $30 to pay, all due to 
a spree last week in_the eity. The other 
was reduced from a Corporal for the same 
reason.” 

The number, of desertions has increased 
since the canteen was abolished. The court- 
martial has been called five times already 
this year for these two companies, against 
three times for the entire regiment for all 
of the preceding year. 


GIVES UP PREACHING TO WRITE. 


Mr. Brady Makes $7,000 from His 
Books and $2,000 as a Clergyman,. 


Special to The New York Times. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., May 19.—Con- 
siderable surprise was manifested in 
church circles last week when the Rev. 
Cyrus Townsend Brady, the preacher- 
author, offered his resignation as rector 
of the Memorial Church of St. Paul, at 
Overbrook. His salary as a preacher was 
$2,000 a year. He did not feel that this was 
sufficient to support him, and he had not 
the strength to be at once a minister and 
an author. The senior member of a promi- 
nent Philadelphia publishing house speak- 
ing on this point yesterday said: 

“You see, from Mr. Brady’s case, that 
writers are not so badly paid as some sup- 

ose. Mr. Brady is not a great writer, but 

s fairly popular, and it is evident that 
literature brings him in a good deal of 
money. He will make from now on, I have 
been told, at least $7,000 a year. Of course 
there are many writers making more than 
that, but it is considerably more than Mr, 
Brady’s salary as a minister.”

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THE REY. DR. BABCOCK 
COMMITTED SUICIDE 


Act Believed to Have Been Done 
During Delirium of Fever. 


Brick Presbyterian Church’s Pastor Suf- 
fered Mental Collapse Once Before 


—Sympathy Expressed by 
Bishop Potter and Other 
Clergymen. 


The apparent coincidence growing out of 
cable dispatches from Naples, Italy, Sat- 
urday announcing the death of two Amer- 
ican clergymen in that city has been ex- 
plained. One of these dispatches, received 
by The Associated Press, said that ‘“ the 
Rev. Dr. Maltie of Davenport, Iowa,” had 
committed suicide while an inmate of the 
International Hospital by severing an 
artery of his wrist and taking corrosive 
sublimate. The other dispatch was a pri- 
vate one from the Rev. Dr. Riggs to Will- 
iam D. Barbour of 235 Madison Avenue, 
and it announced the death of the Rev. 
Maltbie Davenport Babcock, pastor of the 
Brick Presbyterian Church, Thirty-seventh 
Street and Fifth Avenue. 

From another dispatch received by The 
Associated Press last night it appears that 
the two announcements referred to the 
same man, the Rev. Dr. Babcock. The 
cablegram of last night reads as follows: 

Naples, May 19.—Further investigation into 
the case of the American clergyman who com- 
mitted suicide here yesterday in 
tional Hospital by severing an artery of his 
wrist and swallowing corrosive sublimate, and 
who was mentioned in yesterday’s dispatch as 
Mr. Maltie, an American Evangelical minister, 
»roves the suicide to have been the Rev. Maltbie 
Javenport Babcock. 


Officers and members of the church ac- 
cept the foregoing as final and conclusive 
evidence that Dr. Babcock, in a fit of de- 
lirilum, superinduced by Mediterranean 
fever, from which he was suffering, de- 
stroyed himself. Nothing authentic has 
come to this effect from either Mrs. Bab- 
cock or any of the doctor’s friends now in 


Naples. This is explained, however, to be 
due to the fact that the cable offices are 
not open for the transmission of private 
messages 1n the Itahan city on Sunday. 


WAS ONCE IN A SANITARIUM. 


It is recalled that Dr. Babcock once be- 
fore, while pastor of a Presbyterian Church 
in Baltimore, suffered a mental break- 
down and spent some months in a sani- 
tarium at Danville, N. Y. That was about 
ten years ago, and the doctors said his 
collapse was due to overwork. He developed 
melancholia, and for a time his friends 
were greatly alarmed. He was discharged, 
however, as completely cured, and not dur- 
ing his pastorate: in New York had there 
been at any time the slightest sign of aber- 
ration of mind. ‘ 

When he left here in"March, with fifty- 
five other clergymen for Jerusalem and 
other points of interest in the Holy Land, 


he was in oer good health and 
spirits. Dr. Albert R. Le Doux of 3 West 
Fiftieth Street, an Elder in the church, said 
last night: 

‘*From Dr. Babcock’s letters and from 
the letters of other clergymen, he was the 
life of the party. He enjoyed every minute 
of his vacation up to the time he, with 
thirty-three of his associates, was stricken 
with fever. This has been a terrible shock 
to the Church and to the doctor’s hun- 
dreds of friends not in the Chureh. It 
seems terrible to think that one who had 
his power for doing good should be taken 
away at the early age of forty-three years 
and in such a tragic manner. He was un- 
doubtedly out of his head from the effects 
of the fever. Otherwise he is the last 
man in the world that would have com- 
mitted suicide. He was of a strong opti- 
mistic temperament, and if in a normal con- 
dition would have accepted any affliction 
that might have befallen him with resig- 
nation and absolute faith in God.” 

W. D. Barbour is treasurer of the church 
and was one of the late pastor’s warmest 
personal friends. When shown The Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch printed above he was 
greatly surprised. He sald: 

“Of all poisons, corrosive sublimate is 
the last I would think a first-class hospi- 
tal, as I know the International to be, 
would have lying about, and especially 
within reach of patients suffering from 
fever and liable to have delirium. Surel 
they would not leave a patient alone, and, 
besides, I am sure some of the friends in 
the party were constantly at his bedside, 
But then we can only theorize until we get 
at the details of this dreadful affair. 

“To give you an idea of the tempera- 
ment of Maltble Babcock, he saw every- 
thing in the sunniest light, and if you or I 
should have complained of a dismal or 
dark day, Dr. Babcock would be sure to 
see it a little less dreary than we would. 
He was just bubbling over with good 
health, and was an athlete. He never 
failed to take exercise regularly—just as 
regularly as his meals, and doubtless 
more so. 

‘““ Why, it was only the other day that I - 
received a letter from him from Constanti- ; 
nople, and it teemed with cheerfulness and 
happiness. He spoke of his splendid health ! 
and that of his wife. In fact, the man’s 
condition must have been perfect at the 
time that he wrote. Later he was stricken 
with Mediterranean fever. 

“As soon as I received the cable an- 
nouncing Dr. Babcock’s death I cabled for 
additional information. I have up to now 
sent five cablegrams, but no word has yet 
reached me in reply. I addressed them to 
Dr. Riggs, because I did not think Mrs. 
Babcock would want to be bothered. In all 
of these I asked for particulars. I have 
figured the difference in time, and I hardly . 
think it possible for me to receive a reply 
until to-morrow morning. 

‘“‘T am satisfied that when direct tidings ; 
come they will be addressed to me, as I 
have been in correspondence with Dr. Bab- 
cock since his departure, and from the 
manner in which the telephone has been 
kept busy to-day I have come to the con- 
clusion that everybody in the congregation 
believes that news will come to me first. 
To give you an idea of the number of in- 
quiries which have been made at my resi- 
dence, I have been compelled to employ a 
man to answer the telephone. Dr. Bab- : 
cock was beloved of his congregation as 
never another jens was. And it was not 
the members of his church alone, but every- 
body with whom he came in contact. 

“Tf this dispatch which you have shown 
me is correct, and I do not doubt that it is, 
then Dr. Babcock was out of his head when 
he took his life.’’ 

It will be some time before a new pastor 
fs determined upon, and Mr. Barbour stat- 
ed that it was entirely too soon after Dr. 
Babcock’s death for the question to have 
been even thought of. 

J. Baker Tallman of Union Street, Brook- 
lyn, a brother-in-law of Dr. Babceck, said 
last night that he had received no news 
since Saturday .and then only the bare 
announcement that the clergyman wags 
dead. As Mrs. Babcock had sent a message 
to the officers of the church on last 
Wednesday to the effect that her husband 
was suffering from Mediterranean fever, 
no one thought at the time of attributing 
his demise to any other cause. Mr. Tall- 
man said he did not expect further particu. 
lars before to-day. 


ANNOUNCED FROM THE PULPIT. 


The death of Dr. Babcock was formally 
announced from the pulpit at the Brick 
Presbyterian Church yesterday. Prior to 
the morning service there was an informal 
joint meeting of the three boards of the 
congregation—the Trustees, the Session, 
and the Deacons, where the announcement 
was prepared. 

At the regular morning service in the 
church Dr. Albert R. Le Doux, clerk of the 
Session, after referring feelingly to the 
sadness that had fallen upon the congre- 
ation, in the unexpected tidings of the 
death of their pastor, read a message 0} 
sympathy from_the Rey. Dr. Stone, pastoi 
of the Brown Memorial Church of Balti- 
more, who succeeded Dr. Babcock in that 
charge when Dr. Babcock came to thig 
city. Dr. Le Doux then read the following 
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méssage from members of the General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church in ses- 


sion in Philadelphia: 
The following-named members of the General 


Assembly desire to express their profound sym- 
yathy with the congregation of the Brick Pres- 
byterian Church of New York in the icss by 
death of its beloved and honored pastor, the 
Rey. Maltbie Davenport Babcock, and to voice 
their highest and most affectionate regard for 
his beautiful life and noble work as a minister 
of Jesus Christ in our beloved Presbyterian 


Church 


Henry Minton, Moderator ;William H. 
Roberts, clerk, and eleven prominent mem- 
bers of the General Assembly were signers 


of the message. 

Dr. Le Doux then read the following for- 
mal announcement prepared at the joint 
meeting of the Church Boards: f 

“It becomes the sad duty of the offi- 
cers of the Brick Presbyterian Church to 
announce to the Church and congregation 
the death of our beloved pastor, the Rev. 
Maltbie D. Babcock, D. D., at Naples, 
Italy, on Saturday morning, May 18. 

“Ris trip to Palestine, which had been 
one of great interest and pleasure, was 
nearly completed, his healt and spirits 
seemed the best, and his longing for home 
and, work was daily increasing—such was 
the ‘tenor of the jast letter received from 
him, mailed at Constantinople. Beyond that 
we have no details—only the sad cablegram 
on Wednesday announcing his illness in a 
hospital at Naples of Mediterranean fever. 
On Saturday came the cablegram from Dr. 
Riggs: : 

‘““* Dr, Babcock is dead. 

“A message, the fulness of whose sad 
import it seems impossible to realize. Our 
prayers will go up unitedly’ for Mrs. Bab- 
cock in her sudden and overwhelming sor- 
row.”’ 

Dr. Le Doux also announced that at a 
meeting of the Church Trustees it had been 
decided to cable to Mrs. Babcock that it 
was the wish of the congregation that the 
body of her husband be brought home at 
the expense of the church, so that the 
congregation might pay it proper honor. 

Before proceeding with the service for the 
day the Rev. Dr. T. T. Munger of New 
Haven, who had charge of the_ service, 
read the following letter from Bishop Pot- 
ter: 

10 Washington, Square, May 19. 

A great multitude of his fellow-citizens and 
brethren will be sorrowing this morning for the 
loss of Dr. Babcock with those who are his own 
people. May God graciously comfort them. [ 
want them to know that they have the prayers 
of one, who, in affectionate Christian fellowship, 
had learned to love and honor their pastor. Ever

Before his sermon Dr. Munger said_that 
he had not heard of the pastor’s death 
until late last night. Z 

“It is impossible for me,” he added, “‘ to 
preach a sermon appropriate to the oc- 
casion. It is better for me to offer you a 

reat truth and let the truth speak for 
tself. So I direct your attention to St. 
John xiv. 27:—‘Peace I leave with you, 
my peace I give unto you; not as the world 
gives, give I unto you’ 

“The ground of this remark is trouble-- 
‘Let not your hearts be troubled.’ The 
end of it is peace. Christ says in the place 
of trouble he gives peace.”’ 

It was announced that all social functions 
of the congregation would be abandoned for 
the season, and that the church boards 
would hold_meetings some time this week 
to take aetion in regard to Dr. Babcock’s 
death. 

No services were held at the church last 
night. 

The party of clergymen and others who 
left this city several weeks ago, and of 
which Mr. and Mrs. Babcock were mem- 
bers, were peculiarly unfortunate, more 
than thirty of them becoming more or less 
seriously ill while abroad. One of the 
elergymen was ill for some time in a hos- 
pital at Jerusalem. They did not travel 
together, but the theory Is that the seeds 
of disease were sown before the party broke 
up into smal! groups, and that the illness 
in each case was probably the result of 
drinking water from the same infected well. 


SORROW IN BALTIMORE. 





Postal Card from Dr. Babcock Read 
in Brown Memorial Church.

BALTIMORE, Md., May 19.—The love and 
respect in which the Rev. Dr. Babcock was 
held by the people of Baltimore were shown 
here to-day not only in the Presbyterian 
churches, but in nearly all the churches of 
Protestant denominations. 

Particularly pathetic was the sorrow 
manifested at Brown Memorial Church, the 
pastorate of which Dr. Babcock resigned to 
go to the Brick Church. It was children’s 
day, the thirtieth anniversary of the Sun- 
day school. Dr. Babcock had been very 
popular with the little ones, and when in 
the opening prayer the Rev. Dr. Timothy 
D. Stone, Dr. Babcock’s successor as pas- 
tor, paid a touching tribute to his prede- 
cessor, there were few dry eyes among 
young or old members as they arose from 
their knees. Again, just prior to the offer- 
tory, Dr. Stone touched upon the sad topic 
and read extracts from letters of condo- 
lence which he had received. , 

Dr. Stone in his mail Saturday received a 
pictorial postal card from Dr. Babcock. It 
came just as Dr. Stone was reading a dis- 
patch announcing Dr. Babcock’s death. It 
was dated April 16 and postmarked Bethel. 
It read as follows: 

Bethel, first half-day out of Jerusalem—I have 
ordered 400 cards adorned with flower of Pales- 
tine, to be sent to you for the Brown Memorial 
Sabbath children, with old-time love and greet- 
ing. The Brown Memorial travelers are doing 
well and adding muct. to the pleasure of the par- 
ty. This picture is of the edge of the Valley 


Kedron, looking from Jerusalem toward Mount 
of Olives. Love to you and our friends. 


The cards were to have reached here for 
distribution among the children to-day, but 
the package was delayed in the _ mails. 
Members of the Brown Memorial Church, 
close friends of Dr. Babcock during his lay 
pastorate, say he was always of the most 
cheerful disposition, and they cannot be- 
lieve he ‘would have attempted self-de- 
struction unless delirious from fever. Many 
of his friends positively refuse to believe 
the reports of his suicide. 


THE REV. DR. MACKAY’S TRIBUTE. 


Death of Dr. Babcock Will Come as a 
Personal Loss to Multitudes, 


The Rev. Dr. Donald Sage Mackay, in his 
sermon at.the Collegiate Church, Fifth 
Avenue and Forty-eighth Street, yesterday 
morning, referred to the death of Dr. Bab- 
cock. He said in part: 

“Not -only our sister church, but the 
Christian community of this city and else- 
where, shares to-day a common sorrow in 
the death of Dr. Babcock. To multitudes 
whom his ministry had helped, the death 
of this gifted preacher, in the height of his 
influence, will come with a sense of per- 
sonal! and irreparable loss. No minister in 


this city within recent years had so com- 
letely latd hold of-the affections of his. 
earers, representing all churches, and 
many of them from no church. 

“How far the tremendous strain of a 
modern Metropolitan pulpit, with its cease- 
less demands, hastened the end we cannot 
say. Certainly, Dr. Babcock was not one 
who ate the bread of idleness; nor does any 
minister who in any adequate way carries 
the responsibilities of a city church. None 
will miss him more than his brother clergy- 
men who had received help and inspiration 
from his friendship.”’ 


DOUBT THE SUICIDE VERSION. 


Dr. Babcock’s Family Informed that He 
*Succumbed to Fever. 
SYRACUSBE, N. Y., May 19.—The family 
of the Rev. Maltbie D. Babcock refuse to 
believe the suicide theory. They declare 
he had never shown symptoms of mental 


trouble, and was in the best of spirits 
when he left America. 

They have received a cable giving the 
news of his death, the cause being stated 
as fever.

about fifteen years ago to Miss Catherine 
Tallman, daughter of the late John P. H

Negro Highwaymen Kill Atlanta Man. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 19.—G. A. 
Boyleston, a citizen of Atlanta, was shot 
and killed last night by negro highway 
robbers while in the company of E. D. 
Evans of Pratt City. The killing occurred 


near the office of the Pratt City Lumber 
Company, in Pratt City. The people of 
the little mining suburb are aroused, and 
if the negroes are caught a lynching may 
follow. Boyleston was Vice President of 
the Georgia Redemption and Loan Com- 
pany, and resided in Kirkwood, a suburb of 
Atlanta, Ga.

Brooklyn Soldiers Return from the 
Car Strike at Albany. 





Condition of the Regiment Praised—Of 
the 650 Members None Was Ili— 
They Justify the Shooting. 





There was a roll of drums, a blare ,of 
bugles, and Brooklyn’s ‘‘ Ours,’’ the crack 
Twenty-third Regiment, ‘‘ returned from 
the front,’’ marched into its armory on 
Bedford Avenue yesterday afternoon, look- 
ing as spick and span as if it had been 
merely on holiday parade. As the soldiers 
swung into the big drill hall there was a 
wild flutter of dainty handkerchiefs and 
a warm, welcoming cheer. 

The regiment broke camp at Albany at 
7:30 o’clock yesterday morning. At the 
station the militiamen boarded two special 
trains in waiting there. The first train 
left the capital at 8 o’clock, and arrived at 
the Grand Central Station in this city at 
2 o’clock in the afternoon. The second 
train came in shortly after, When all had 
arrived the regiment formed in column of 
fours, and the march to Brooklyn was be- 
gun. Col. Alfred C. Barnes, commanding 
the regiment, with his staff, led the col- 
umn, mounted. 

The line of march was down Fifth Ave- 
nue from Forty-second Street to East 
Twenty-fourth Street, through Twenty- 
fourth Street to Avenue A, to Twenty-third 
Street Ferry. The Guardsmen were land- 
ed at the foot of Broadway, . Williams- 
burg, where the march to the armory was 


resumed, They proceeded up Broadway 
to Bedford Avenue, and along the latter to 
Flushing Avenue, where they were mec 
by the Twenty-third Regiment Veteran 
Association, 250 strong. 

The Veteran Association, in command of 
Brevet Brig. Gen. Frothingham, had 
marched from the armory to meet the re- 
turning militiamen. The two bodies pro- 
ceeded together to the armory, at Bedford 
Avenue and Dean Street. 

The members of the regiment were drawn 
up in close order, in the main drill hall, 
with the Veteran Association facing them. 
Col. Barnes made a brief speech, congratu- 
lating them upon their excellent showing. 
The regiment then saluted the Veteran As- 
sociation by presenting arms, and as each 
company passed to its quarters it cheered 
for Col. Barnes, Lieut. Col. Brady, and the 
Twenty-third. The men were anxious to 
get to their homes, and they left the 
armory as soon as possible. 

The condition of the regiment on its re- 
turn was the subject of much praise. 
Of the 650 men who went to the capital, 
not one returned sick. A few showed in- 
juries, caused by missiles thrown by riot- 
ers, but none were serious. 

Lieut. Col. Jasper Ewing Brady was 
strong in his praise of the men of the 
regiment. 

““T served for thirteen years in the reg- 
ular army,” said Col. Brady, ‘‘ but in all 
my experience I never saw a large body 
of men gathered together so quickly under 
such difficult circumstances, and then 
work so smoothly and cheerfully as has 
the Twenty-third.” 

Lieut. Col. Brady was asked if the men 
of the regiment had been instructed to fire 
over the heads of the rioters when they 
should find it necesary to shoot. 

‘The Twenty-third,’ he replied, ‘ was 
never ordered to fire over the heads of 
rioters. It was instructed to fire at their 
legs, and did so in every instance.”’ 

Col. Barnes, in —e of his men, said: 

‘‘T am immensely proud of them. Their 
behavior was splendid.”’ 

All of the members of the regiment ex- 
pressed the opinion that fhe shooting which 
resulted in the killing of two prominent 
citizens of Albany was wholly unavoidable 
under the circumstances, 

The Rev. Dr, Lindsay Parker, rector of 
St. Peter’s Protestant Episcopal Church, 
the Chaplain of the regiment, said that 
at the meeting of the Social Union of his 
church this evening, he would tell all about 
the experiences of the Brooklyn Guards- 
men at the capital. 

After the regiment was dismissed a num- 
ber of the officers were dined at the Union 
League Club. 


DISCUSSED THE ALBANY STRIKE. 





Central Federated Union Deprecates 
Use of Violence by Employes. 


The Central Federated Union discussed 
the recent car strike at Albany at its 
meeting yesterday. According to Delegate 
Robinson, general organizer of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, who was at 
Albany during the trouble, and who made 
a repott on the subject, the strikers were 


quiet and orderly, and remained in their 
homes. 

Vice President Bradley of the Working- 
men’s State Federation said that the strik- 
ers were not entitled to any sympathy if 
they used violence. 

“They should have thrown bouquets 
rather than brickbats at the officers,’’ he 
continued. ‘If they used violence they 
were wrong, and ought to be condemned.” 


Big Pay for Non-Union Motormen. 

ALBANY, May 19.—In reply to an edi- 
torial which appeared in a New York paper 
to-day, the officers of the United Trac- 
tion Company stated to-night that the com- 
pany had well rewarded the non-union 


men and the employes wno remained at 
work during the strike. To each of the 
four men of the two crews who took out 
the two first cars $100 was given; to each 
of the third crew, $50; to every motorman 
and conductor who remained in the service 
of the company during the strike, $20, and 
to all others who did not strike a bonus 
of $5, as well as board and expenses. 


SUIT AGAINST A LAW FIRM. 


Client Seeks to Recover from ex-Asso- 
clates $2,500 He Says They 
Detained as a Fee. 


The law firm of Atwater & Cruikshank 
of Cedar Street, Manhattan, composed cf 
Henry G. Atwater of East Orange, N. J. 
and Alfred B. Cruikshank of this city, 
has been made defendant in a suit brought 
in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, by Nor- 
man. H. Pollock of Hansorf Place, that 


borough, to recover $2,500. Mr. Pollock, who 
was for a long time associated with the 
firm of Atwater & Cruikshank, sues 
through his counsel, Jere A. Wernberg, 
of Brooklyn. 

Mr. Pollock married Miss Lizzie O’Brien, 
sister of Justice William O’Brien, of Dub- 
lin, Ireland. Justice O’Brien died on Dec- 
ember 5, 1899. He left to his sister, Mrs. 
Pollock, about £2,675. Mrs. Pollock died on 
Feb. 18, 1900, before the estate of her 
brother had been settled up. On April 18 
following, Mr. Pollock was appointed ad- 
nilnistrator of the estate of his wife. 

He alleges that he consulted with Lawyer 
Atwater with regard to the legacy left by 
Justice O’Brien, and that Nr. Atwater 
communicated with lawyers in Dublin con- 
cerning the matter. Drafts covering the 
amount of the ee were finally sent here 
from Dublin. Mr. Pollock alleges that Mr. 
Atwater demanded of him $2,500 for the 
firm's services, and an additional sum for 
expenses in the matter, but he considered 
this charge too high for the work done and 
would not agree to pay it. He offered, 
he claims, to pay $500, but the offer was 
declined. 

Mr. Pollock alleges that the money re- 
ceived from Dublin was in the care of the 
lawyers and he sent his counsel, Mr. Wern- 
berg, to them to demand possession of it. 
The lawyers, he asserts, turned over to 
Mr. Wernberg all the money with the ex- 
ception of $2,500, which they claimed as 
their fee. Mr. Pollock now sues to recover 
this amount. He says that most of the work 
of having the eacy, turned over to him 
was done by _ the ublin lawyers, who 
charged only $884 for their services.

A DISPUTE IN GASTRONOMY. 


Argument Over Virtues of Sauerkraut, 
Corned Beef, and Spaghetti Has a 


Tragic Ending—One Man May Die. 

As the result of an animated discussion 
as to the merits of dishes constituting the 
dinners of several families in the five-story 
tenement house at 1,762 Third Avenue last 
evening, two men were stabbed. One of 
them, Clement O. O’Heigmagher, twenty- 
eight years old, a Franco-German laborer, 
is in the Harlem Hospital with a stab 
wound six inches deep in the left side. He 
may die.” » 

O’Heigmagher, Lugi and Carmine An- 
driole, and Thomas Farrell all live on the 
third floor of the tenement hduse. About 
5 o'clock yesterday evening O’Heigmagher 
and Farrell met in the hallway and began 
telling each other of their dinners. The 
former expounded the merits of sauerkraut, 


while the latter told of the wondrous sus- 
taining qualities of corned beef and cab- 
bage. They grew excited and talked loudly. 

Carmine Andriole, before whose door they 
were arguing, appeared and took a hand in 
the discussion. He told them that neither 
knew a good dish and offered to give them 
a share of his spaghetti. They argued by 
turns until each became angry. 

Words not being sufficiently convincing, 
blows were resorted to, and the argument 
begun in earnest. Lugi Andriole, a brother 
of Carmine, also appeared and took a 
hand. 

When it was all over, and after George 
Washington Jackson, a colored man, living 
on the floor below, had summoned Police- 
men McAvoy and O'Neill of the East One 
Hundred and Fourth Street Station, the 
police said that Lugi Andriole had stabbed 
O’Heigmagher and had escaped; that Car- 
mine Andriole had stabbed Farrell, and 
been arrested and locked up. 

The injured men were taken to the Har- 
lem Hospital. Farrell, after having his 
wound dressed went home, but O’'Heig- 
magher's condition is such that he prob- 
ably will not recover. 


SULTAN OF JOLO’S DOMAIN. 


Gen. Bates Tells of His Negotiations and 
How He Gained Concessions. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 19.—Gen. J. C. 
Bates, who has just returned from the 
Philippine Islands. is quoted as follows re- 
garding his dealings with the Sultan of 
Jolo, and the manner in which he obtained 
the Sultan’s good will after the islands 
had been ceded by Spain: 

“The Mohammedans, who recognize the 
Sultan of Jolo,’”’ he said, ‘‘ differ from the 
other natives of the islands in the fact 
that they do not desire independence. In 
fact, they told me they preferred to have 
the protection of a strong nation, and 
frankly declared that if the United States 


did not want to take them they would ap- 
peal to some other great country. . 

‘As commander of the Department of 
Southern Luzon it became my duty to treat 
with the Sultan of Jolo. I found his people 
to be very much like our native Indians, 
and it seemed to me that it would be bet- 
ter to get them in an amicable mood than 
to go in for an Indian war. Gen. Otis put 
$10,000. in silver at my disposal, and after 
they had given alk the concessions that the 
Government wished I made a few presents, 
but they did not get a cent until they 
had come to our terms. 

“There is nothing extraordinary about 
these people. They are willing to fight and 
do not lack bravery, but they have little 
knowledge of firearms, and are not as for- 
midable as the Indians of this country. 

‘After my first consultation with the 
Sultan the people of Manila were amazed 
ty learn what had been accomplished, and 
it was declared that the United States had 
in six weeks secured from the natives more 
than the Spanish were able to get in three 
centuries. All we wanted for a beginning 
was the pacification of the country, and to 
have it so that Americans may travel free- 
ly without danger of molestation. This we 
secured by continuing the methods inau- 
gurated by the Spanish, who had been 
paying the Sultan of Jolo almost as much 
money as we do without obtaining any 
guarantee of peace in the island.”’ 


COLORED PASTOR SUSPENDED. 


Bishop Derricks Accuses the Rev. Dr. 


Astwood of Disobedience. 

Bishop W. B. Derricks of the New York 
Diocese of the Afro-Methodist Episcopal 
Church has suspended the Rev. Dr. H. C, 
C, -Astwood from the pastorate of the 
Bridge Street Afro-Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in Brooklyn, which has one of 
the largest colored congregations in the 
State. 

A trial board, composed of seven clergy- 
men of the New York Conference, met on 
Saturday last at the instance of Bishop 


Derricks, and found the Rey. Mr. Astwood 
guilty of conduct unbecoming a minister, 
in that contrary to the expressed wish of 
the Bishop he made a number of changes 
in the official board of the church. 

It seems that some members of the board 
declared they did not want Mr. Astwood 
returned for another year, and signed a 
petition to Bishop Derricks to that effect. 
Dr. ‘Astwood learned of this, and appointed 
new members of the board in place of 
those who signed the petition. 

The trial board ordered Dr. Astwood to 
appear for trial on Wednesday before the 
Philadelphia Conference, which meets at 
Harrisburg. He came from Philadelphia 
about six months ago to settle some trouble 
the congregation had with his predecessor, 
and his appointment has not yet been rati- 
fied by the New York Conference. 

Mr. Astwood denies the authority of the 
trial board to pass judgment on his actions. 


MOUNTAIN OF IRON ORE SOLD. 


Near Austin, Texas—Owners Expect to 
Use Fuel Oil in Smelting.

AUSTIN, Texas, May 19.—Arrangements 
for the sale of a great mountain of iron 
ore situated twenty miles north of here in 
Llano County were completed in New Or- 
leans yesterday. The matter has been 
pending for some time. It was announced 
several months ago that parties who were 
supposed to represent the Carnegie Com- 
pany were negotiating for the purchase of 
this immense body of ore, and that they 


had an option on the property, the con- 
sideration being $750,000. For some reason 
not known to the public this arrangement 
fell through, and shortly thereafter an 
offer for the property was made by Druz 
& Travers. he consideration is said to 
exceed $500,000. 

The iron mountain is near the northern 
terminus of the Austin and Northwestern 
Railroad, a Southern Pacific line. C. P. 
Huntington made several ineffectual ef- 
forts to purchase the property, but was 
not willing to pay the high price asked by 
its owner. It is asserted that a discovery 
has been made whereby fuel oil, in con- 
nection with lignite, can be used success- 
fully in smelting iron ofe, and that it is 
the intention of the new owners to estab- 
lish large iron furnaces at Llano and op- 
erate them by this new process. 


JOHN G. CARLISLE TO PRESIDE. 


Meeting of Greater New York Democ- 
racy to be Held at Cooper Union. 


The Committee on Organization of the 
Greater New York Democracy will meet at 
Cooper Union to-night. John C. Sheehan 
is authority for the statement that John G, 
Carlisle, Secretary of the Treasury in the 
Cleveland Administration, will preside. 


Several speeches will be made and John C. 
Sheehan will present resolutions. These 
will arraign Tammany and call for a union 
of all anti-Tammany forces in the coming 
campaign. 

A committee will also be appointed, in 
accordance with the invitation of the Citi- 
zens’ Union, to meet for a conference on 
May 28 at Citizens’ Union headquarters, on 
Union Square. 

There has been some comment because, 
while the union will be represented at the 
conference by twelve members, the Re- 
publican organization has been requested 
to send only seven. A _ representative of 
the Citizens’ Union, when his attention 
was called to the matter, explained that 
the Brooklyn Republican’ organization 
would also send seven representatives, 


Woman Badly Burned at New Rochelle.

She was then 
unconscious and he carried her into another 
room, while some of the servants put out 
the fire, which _had spread to the carpet 
and curtains.

ESCAPING GAS CAUSED DEATH. 


Robert Gibbs, a Wealthy Iron Molder, 
Found in a Room with the Burner 


Turned On. 


Robert Gibbs, fifty-two years old, Super- 
intendent of an iron molding works in 
Pittsburg, Penn., and a man of consider- 
able wealth, was found dead in his room 


at 257 West Twenty-second Street, at; 6 


o’clock last evening. He had been asphyxi- 
ated by gas. The case was reported to 
the Coroner's office as one of suicide, but 
investigation is thought to show that the 
death was accidental. 

Mr. Gibbs’s wife and family live in Chi- 


cago, where he formerly resided. He came 
to this city recently to visit his married 
daughter, Mrs. Mary Deveraux, living in 
the boarding house of Miss A. B. Gould, 
at the number given. He left the house 
at 8 o'clock yesterday morning, and re- 
turned about noon. He went to the room 
he had been occupying and went to bed. 
The room is a small one, connecting two 
larger ones, and has no windows, being 
lighted by a skylight. 

About 5 o'clock boarders in the house 
detected an odor of gas coming from Mr. 
Gibbs’s room. His daughter and Miss 
Gould pushed open the door, and found 
the jet turned on full. Mr. Gibbs was un- 
dressed in bed, and apparently dead. 

Dr. Varcoe of 232 West wenty-second 
Street, was called, and said that the man 
had been dead for several hours. On the 
dresser was a pint whisky flask, with but 
a small quantity of liquor in it. It is 
thought that Gibbs had gone to bed with- 
out turning out the gas; that he had then 
attempted to turn it out, but had turned 
it completely on instead. The sk#light 
was open a small distance, and had Gibbs 
intended to commit suicide he would prob- 
ably have closed this. The body will be 
sent to Chicago to-day, probably, for in- 
terment there. 


CARD’S MISLEADING MESSAGE. 


Indicated that Michigan Man Had 
Drowned Himself—He, How- 
ever, Is Alive. 


William Stanfield, a boatman near the 
Quarantine station, who has acquired a 
reputation for picking up bodies in that 
vicinity, found a bottle drifting with the 
tide yesterday which contained a card of 
“A. V. Freeman, Menuminee, Mich., Dis- 
trict Manager Raber & Watson, Ties, Poles, 
and Posts, Chicago, Ill.’ 

On the reverse side of the card is written 
in lead pencil: ‘‘God knows I had no 
choice. Did not come from Michigan with 
_ intention. They say drowning is pain- 
ess.”’

SAVED BY BOY COMPANION. 


Nine-Year-Old Youth Rescues Another 


from Drowning at Harlem Bridge. 

Nine-year-old Robert Freeman of 148 Wil- 
lis Avenue, the Bronx, owes his life to his 
playmate, Edward ‘Dawson, also nine years 
of age, whose bravery and presence of mind 
saved him from drowning yesterday after- 
noon. The two yesterday afternoon start- 


ed out to take a walk together. They went 
to Harleny Bridge, and after watching the 
boats for a while went down to the water's 
edge, where there is a flight of steps just 
under the Bronx approach. Here they 
amused themselves sailing chips in the 
water, and in reaching out to catch one of 
the improvised craft young Freeman lost 
his balance anid fell in. As his head bobbed 
up young Dawson made a grab for him and 
succeeded in getting a grip on his clothes. 

There was a strong tide running, and 
Dawson was in danger of being dragged 
‘overboard. He _ succeeded, however, in 
drawing his companion up on the steps 
and out of the water. Both were in a 
very much exhausted condition. Policeman 
Mallin of the Alexander Avenue Station, 
came along and carried the Freeman boy 
to a near-by stable and a few minutes later 
an ambulance took him to Harlem Hospi- 
tal. Dr. Levy stated that the boy was in 
no danger unless pneumonia set in. 





ASPHYXIATED IN HIS ROOM. 


Man Lit Wrong Gas Burner and Was 
Choked by Smoke from Burning Wall. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Baker, who keeps a small 
rooming house, reported to the police of 
the East Thirty-fifth Street Station yes- 
terday morning that one of her roomers, 
W. J. Burke, fifty years old, had been 
found dead in bed. Mrs. Baker said that 


she went to the room to call her roomer 
and found the door shut. The woodwork 
of the door was so hot that she opened 
it and found that the wall of the room was 
on fire, apparently 
the gas jet. She put out the fire and shut 
off the flow of gas, and then found that 
Burke, who lay on the bed, was dead. 

From papers found in Burke's pockets 
it appeared that his home was at 366 Third 
Street, Troy, N. Y., and that he was em- 
poyes as a fireman at the Park Avenue 
fotel in this city. He had lived at Mrs. 
Baker's house about one week. It was 
afterward learned that he was in straight- 
ened circumstances, and the engineer at 
the hotel had loaned him the money with 
bg he had rented the room where he 

ed. 

The conclusion of the police was that 
Burke had lighted the burner at the end 
of a tube which should have been used for 
supplying gas to a small gas heater, think- 
ing that this was the way to illuminate the 
room. The tube slipped and the flame was 
thrown against the wall. Permission was 
given for the removal of the body to the 
Morgue. f 


FALLING “ GOOSE ” CAUSED DEATH. 


Raymond Palmenberg Dies As Result of 
Blow Received Three Weeks Ago. 
Raymond F, Palmenberg of 266 West 
Ninety-first Street, a member of the firm 
of J. R. Palmenberg’s Sons, 710 Broad- 
way, manufacturers of display fixtures and 
forms, died yesterday afternoon from in- 


juries received in a peculiar way. A com- 
pound fracture of the skull was the cause 
of death. 

About three weeks ago Mr. Palmenberg 
was sitting in his office at the rear of the 
store at 710 Broadway, when a tailor's 
‘““goose"’ weighing about eight pounds 
crashed /through the skylight over the 
office and struck him on the head. He 
was taken to his home in a cab, and later 
removed to the New York Hospital. 

A policeman of the Broadway squad, who 
heard of the accident, went through the 
adjoining buildings to obtain _an explana- 
tion of the falling goose. On the sixth 
floor of one of the buildings he found a 
tailor’s shop; but the tailors denied all 
knowledge of the’ falling iron. It was be- 
lieved that some one tried to place a goose 
on a Window sill and misplaced it. 


KILLED IN ICECUTTING MACHINE. 


Three-Year-Old Boy, While Playing, Fell 


Into One His Father Was Operating. 

John Fajen, a confectionery and ice cream 
dealer of 1930 Amsterdam Avenue, was cut- 
ting ice with a machine in the basement of 
his store on Saturday at noon, when his 
three-year-old son John, who was playing 
about the basement, fell into the machine. 
Before the father could stop the latter 
the boy had his stomach cut by the sharp 
blades. 

The child was taken to the J. 
Wright Hospital, where he lingered in in- 
tense pain until yesterday morning, when 
he died.

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BUILDERS SHUT-DOWN. 


Both Sides Say To-day Will Show 


Whether It Is Effective. 

Both the Mason Builders’ Association and 
the Bricklayers’ Unions said yesterday that 
to-day will prove whether the general 
shut-down ordered by the mason builders 
is a success or a fizzle. 

The mason builders say thatthe shut- 
down is very clean cut and complete, and 
that with the exception of three or four 
of the contractors all the members of the 
association promptly obeyed the shut-down 
order. The bricklayers, on the other hand, 


say that the association cannot control its 
members. 

When the shut-down went into effect on 
Friday last all the members of the Mason 
Builders’ Association had not received a 
notification that the shut-down had been 
declared. Saturday was a rainy day when 
on a great many of the buildings the brick- 
layers would not have been working in any 
case. The real test of the ability of the 
association to control its members will, 
therefore, come to-day. 

It was admitted by the contractors that 
the Fuller Construction ners ors had not 
shut down. They stated that this was 
expected, but that the company employed 
very few bricklayers at present. 

The following statement was issued yes- 
terday on behalf of the Mason Builders’ 
Association: 

A number of the architects: and owners of 
buildings who have been interviewed are with 
the mason builders in their present action. The 
trouble has been brought on by the bricklayers 
themselves. At all costs, we will stand by our 
present position. We feel that we are in the 
right and that it required our present action to 
bring matters to a crisis. 

A statement was also issued by a press 
committee representing the Executive Com- 
mittee of the bricklayers’ unions giving the 
bricklayers’ side of the controversy. 

The statement says that work on the 
contract of Contractor Reilly was ordered 
to be stopped by a unanimous vote of the 
joint Arbitration Board of employers and 
employes. Mr. Reilly agreed to have the 
matter leading to the strike Wiscussed. The 
employers decided that the men were en- 
titled only to two days’ pay for the time 
lost during the strike. The union held that 
they were entitled to a fortnight’s pay. 

The employers, the statement continues, 
did not keep faith with the union, nor give 
the employes any fair warning of any ac- 
tion they were going to take, and that the 
strike at the Stokes apartment hotel was 
ordered in the interests of Contractor 
Reilly as much as of the union. 


MAY STOP WORK ON TUNNEL, 


General Strike of Rock Drillers and Tool 


Sharpeners Threatened. 


A general strike of members of the Rock 
Drillers and Tool Sharpeners’ Union is to 
go into effect to-morrow all over the city if 
a demand for $2,75 a day and an eight-hour 
work-day is not granted. 

Delegate Green of the union, in a report 
made to the Central Federated Union yes- 
terday, said that the Rapid Transit Tun- 
nel Contractors’ Association, composed of 
the sub-contractors, had not replied to the 
demands which were made some days ago. 
Most of the members of the union are em- 
ployed in tunnel work, and if a strike is 
declared, he said, the engineers and pie 
ecaulkers and tappers will quit work in 
sympathy, a step which will tie up all work 
on the tunnel. 

A committee, consisting of Delegates 
Pallas and O’Brien, Was appointed to see 
the contractors to-day.

Ex-CongressmanJ. Hamilton Lewis 
on Presidential Possibilities. 








Thinks That W))) Be the Democratic 
Ticket {f Present Conditions Re- 
main—Says Tariff Is the 


Main Issue. 





Congressman J. Hamilton Lewis of the 
State of Washington, whose nomination 
tor Vice .President was favored by many 
of the delegates to the Kansas City Con- 
Wention, believes that the Democratic Na- 


tional ticket-in 1904 wil be David B. Hill 
of New York for President and Tom L. 


Johnson of Ohio for Vice President. 

Mr. Lewis has been in Washington argu- 
ing cases before the United States Supreme 
Court for the past two weeks, and came to 
this city to see his family sail for Europe. 
Tatking with a reporter for THE NEW YorRK 
TIMES at the Hoffman House last night, he 
Said: 

‘Everything in the State of Washington 
is very prosperous, and the people there 
are very much disappointed that the ill- 
ness of Mrs. McKinley has prevented the 


President’s intended visit there. That I 
learn from every letter I receive.’ 

“How do the Democrats feel with re- 
gard to Mr. Bryan and the campaign in 
1904? Well, the Democrats are attending 
to business, and I am a Democrat. The 


Populists, too, are showing good sense by 
merging with the Democrats. I have trav- 


eled a godd deal of late through Oregon, 
California, Idaho, and my own State, and 
it is my candid optnion that if the Demo- 
cratic National Convention were to be heid 
to-morrow the nominees would be David 
B. Hill of New York and Tom L. John- 


son of Ohio, for President and Vice Presi- 
dent, respectively They represent prin- 
ciples and ideas that are popular with the 
Democratic masses throughout the coun- 


try. 

“What about William J. Bryan? Won't 
he seek a renomination in 1904?”’ was 
asked. 


“T think not,’’ replied Mr. Lewis, with de- 
cided emphasis. “In fact, I saw Mr. Bryan 
very recently, and he assured me that he 
would not be a candidate, that he did not 
Want to be a candidate, and did not want 
to be discussed as a probable candidate. 
And I believe he was sincere when he made 
the statement. 

“While I think the conditions now favor 
the nomination of ex-Senator Hill,’’ he 
ecntinued, ‘‘I believe that should a Demo- 
crat be elected Governor of New York next 
year that Democrat would prove a formida- 
bie: factor in the National Convention of 
1904. Many Democrats are superstitious 
and expect to see a repetition of the Cleve- 
land campaign of 1884." 

Mr. Lewis then had a word to say about 
two prominent Republicans. 

“Gov. Odell,”’ he said, ‘is a revelation. 
Even in our remote part of the country 
people are singing his praises. Now, do 
you know I admire Mark Hanna’? He 
has a strong individuality and while some 
criticise him the masses admire him. I 
think Odell is very much the same kind of 
@ man. 

“What about the issues in the next cam- 

ign?’ The tariff will be the main issue. 

t will be more prominent than at any time 
since 1857. The fact that we have an an- 
nual balance of trade in our favor to the 
extent of more than $500,000,000 shows thefe 
is some need of a change in our tariff 
Jaws. Considering the trade balances we 
are making a mistake in keeping out the 
raw and manufactured products of other 
countries. 

**I believe that a radical change in our 
tariff laws would bring us more trade and 
enable the payment of higher wages to our 
artisans. If we can break down the tariff 
walls and open the smaller factories we 
shall not only do a much larger business, 
but we shal) open up a further avenue of 
employment to the laboring man. 

‘““We are on the eve of the day when it 
4will be impossible for labor unions to dic- 
tate what wages they shall receive. Such 
trusts as those of the coal and iron prod- 
wets will .gnore their demands and fight 
Rem to the end, even if all the troops of 

e“country have to be employed to pre- 

rrve order. The day is near when labor 
ganizations will cease to be anything but 
social and fraternal bodies.’ 

“How about the money question?’ Mr. 
Bewis was asked. 

*That,” he answered, “ will not be an 
fesue in 1904. The great increase in the 
quantity of gold mined in recent years has 
removed the cause of the cry of the silver 
men in the last decade. No, the money 
question is dead.”

MIRACLE IN BROOKLYN CHURCH 


Boy Who for Years Had Been Unable to 
Walk Without Crutches Said to 
Have Been Cured. 

In the presence of a large congregation in 
the Church of Our Lady of Lourdes, Aber- 
deen Street and Broadway, Brooklyn, Mor- 
ris Lavery, a thirteen-year-o)d boy, who 
has been unable to walk without crutches 
for eight years, yesterday threw away his 
crutches and walked about the church 
His restoration is attributed to the holy 
water and prayers at the shrine of the 

church, 

The boy had been afflicted with spinal 
trouble since childhood, the result of a fall 
from a baby carriage. Doctors who were 
called in at his home in Centredale, R. L., 
were apparently unable to help him. An 
operation performed on him was unsuc- 
cessful, and it was feared that he would 
die. Finally his father, Thomas Lavery, 
heard of the wonderful cures said to have 
been performed at the Church of Our Lady 
of Lourdes, and about three months ago 
the boy-was brought there. 

At intervals of two weeks the visits were 
repeated. Each time the boy prayed before 
the shrine, and was sprinkled with holy 
water. His useless limbs were also touched 
with the sacred relics of the Church. He 
arrived in the city again yesterday morn- 
ing. Going to the church he asked Father 
Porcile, the rector, if he might approach 
the shrine. He was told that he might do 
so in the afternoon. 

At 2:30, when the church was filled with 
people, he is reported to have worshipped 
at the shrine. then he asked if he might 
try to walk without his crutches. Father 
Porcile told him to make the effort. He 
did so and, without difficulty, made his 
way about the-church. 

At the home of Father Porcile, in Will- 
iamsburg, it was said last night that the 
story of the boy’s cure was true. Both 
Father Porcile and the boy had retired, 
but an inmate of the house verified the 
facts as stated, It was said that the 
boy will remain at Father Porcile’s for a 
week or two until he is quite strong, and 
until it is determined that the cure is per- 
manent. 


SOUGHT TO LYNCH NEGRO. 


Cutting Affray in West Sixty-second 
Street Led to Small-Sized Riot. 

A cutting affray between negroes in West 
Sixty-second Street, yesterday at noon, de- 
veloped into a riot which caused not a little 
trouble to the police of the West Sixty- 
eighth Street Station. A row over a poker 
game started the trouble, and before it was 
over a crowd of excited negroes were wild- 
ly chasing one of their color in an effort to 
lynch him. The police reserves had to be 
ordered out, and four prisonerg’y were taken 
and one man who is held as a witness. 

The trouble began in the rooms of a col- 
ored Tammany Democratic Club at, 226 
West Sixty-second Street. George Gordon 
and John Rice, two of the members, were 
taking part in a poker game when Rice said 
he would not play any longer as Gordon 
was cheating. The men started to fight, 
and several jumped between them and the 
two were pushed nto the street. There 
they resumed their quarrel and Gordon 
pulled a razor from his pocket. Rice be- 
came frightened and ran away. 

While Gordon was vainly looking for him 
he was joined by John Clarke, twenty-four 
years of age, a friend of Rice. Suddeniy 
Gordon snatched his razor from his pocket 
and slashed Clarke several times over the 
face, head, and the upper part of his body. 
Clarke dropped in the street, bleeding pro- 
fusely, and the crowd made for his assail- 
ant. 

Gordon ran into No, 230, in the basement 
of which there is a small grocery shop kept 
by a colored man named George Gaylan. 
Gaylan took a revolver from his till and 
started after the negro. He fired several 
shots up through the opening in the stair 
ways and finally frightened Gordon into 
making a stand on the roof. 

When Policeman John Lersner of the 
West Sixty-eighth Street Station reached 
the roof he found Gaylan with his revolver 
pointed and Gordon, who had his razor in 
his hand and stood at bay against a chim- 
ney. The negro surrendered and was 
plated under arrest. 

When Lersner appeared on the . street 
with his prisoner he was confronted by a 
howling mob of colored men, wild with ex- 
citement and many.crying for a rope to 
lynch Gordon. In the meantime a boy had 
given the alarm at the station house and 


the Sergeant ordered out the reserves. 
ba 4 drove the mob off, and arrested three 
of the ringleaders. 


Clarke was taken to Roosevelt Hospital 
in an ambulance and his cuts were sewed 
up. He is in a serious condition. 





MUST HAVE RAINED TADPOLES. 


At Any Rate, Three Lively Specimens 
Were Found on Sidewalk in Front 
of Bible House. 

Did it rain pollywogs? 

That is the question which is puzzling the 
tenants of the Bible House just now. All, 
however, are compelled to answer in the 
affirmative, simply because they can find 
no other solution of the perplexing sub- 
ject under discussion. 

William Foulke, the Treasurer of the 
American Bible Society, left his office one 
duy for luncheon about a fortnight ago a 
little after the noon hour. He had stepped 
out of the main doorway in Fourth Avenue 
and had raised Kis umbrella to protect him- 
self from the storm that was raging at the 
time when his eye fell on a curious motion 
in a small pool which had formed in one 
of the depressions in the sidewalk pavement 
in front of the building. Mr. Foulke looked 
more closely and saw in the little pool, no 
larger than a man’s hand, the forms of 
what appeared to be three tiny fishes that 
were swimming about in their contracted 
quarters on the flagstone. 

Mr. Foulke stopped, picked up the three 
slippery, wriggling things, and hurried 
into the Bible House salesroom, where he 
quickly put them in a glass vessel filled 
with water, in which they at once began 
to disport themselves, evidently pleased 
at the greater freedom which their new 
home allowed them. 

A closer examination of the three objects 
revealed the fact that they were not fishes, 
but pollywogs, or tadpoles, embryonic 
forms, which later, in the course of nature, 
develop into frogs. Two of the tadpoles 
died a few days afterward, but the third 
is still alive and hearty and is beginning to 
show signs of its future existence in the 
shape of a frog. 

The people in the Bible House believe 
the little creatures came down from some- 
where ir. the rainstorm which drenched the 
city on the day they were found. They 
eanno* account for their presence on the 
sidewalk in any other way. 


GYPSIES ORDERED DEPORTED. 


s 
Fifty-one Brought by the Pretoria Said 
They Were Going to Canada. 

Among the steerage passengers landed at 
Ellis Island from the Hamburg-American 
liner Pretoria; which arrived Saturday, 
were 51 Servian gypsies. About half the 
contingent is made up of men, the remain- 
der being about equally divided between 
women and children.

IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


GERMAN GOVERNMENT EAGER TO DEVELOP 
East AFRICA.—Although what is designated 
on the map as German East Africa has 
never been.a paying investment for the 
home Government, the latter, stimulated 
by the work of civilizing, railroad build- 
ing, and telegraph .extension that 
ritory of Uganda, is now exerting 
to some sort of account. The Kaiser is be- 


lieved to be much interested in the matter, 
while special interest in it has been 


created by the fact that Cecil Rhodes has 


decided to attempt to run his Cape-to- 
Cairo line through German territory, and 
not as he had originally intended, through 
the Congo Free State. 

How little Germany has done toward de- 
veloping her East African possessions was 
revealed by the report of the British repre- 


sentative there—recently published in these 


columns—requesting that every induce- 
ment be offered to bring immigrants from 
India into the country. The report also 
showed that British exports and imports 
were rapidly gaining on those of Germany. 
Last year German military engineers sur- 
veyed the old caravan route between Dar 
es Salaam and Mrogoro, the result of 
which has been that a bill is now before 
the Reichstag providing for the construc- 
tion for a railroad between those points. 
The bill is opposed by a large majority of 
the Centre, on the ground that such a 
railway would not pay, and that in the 
interest of German taxpayers the Govern- 
ment should refrain from any such un- 
dertaking. The Social Democrats are also 
strongly opposed to the measure. 


fhe Imperial Chancellor, Count von 
Biillow, who introduced the bill the other 
day, said that it did not matter whether 


the railway should be constructed by pri- 
vate capital or at the expense of the Gov- 
ernment; the main point was to have the 
road built as soon as possible. The bill 
as it stands calls for the ratification of an 
agreement concluded on March 1 last be- 
tween the German Government and a syn- 
dicate represented by the Deutsche Bank 
and the Disconto Gesellschaft, by which 
the syndicate binds itself to establish a 
company for the construction of ‘*‘ the East 
African Railroad’’ with a fully paid-up 
capital of 24,000,000 marks ($6,000,000) on 
condition of receiving the requisite conces- 
sion from the Government before June 30. 

Part of the concession refers to the 
agreement of the Government to guarantee 
an interest of 3 per cent. on this capital, 
which shall be divided into 240,000 shares 
of 100 marks each, and amortized in eighty- 
seven years. The profits of the line up to 
a sum equaling the annual expenditure of 
the Government are to be handed over to 
the Imperial Treasury for ninety-three 
years, when the line becomes the property 
of the Government. Another part of the 
concession deals with land grants and min- 
ing rights within a zone extending sixty- 
two miles on each side of the road, and a 
preferential claim to any concession which 
may be granted for the prolongation of the 
line to Lake Tanganyika and the Victoria 
Nyanza. On the other hand, the syndicate 
guarantees that the company shall com- 
plete the line within five years of the rat- 
ification of the concession.

PHASES OF BELGIAN ARMY REFORM.—The 
Belgian Army Reform Commission, civil 


and military, whose labors are drawing to 
a close in Brussels, after discussing and 
abandoning many plans for frontier and 
coast defense, has finally agreed that it is 
inexpedient to suggest more than that the 
existing fortifications of Antwerp shall be 
modernized. It will be recalled that the 
commission is merely a consultative body 
without legislative or executive functions 
and that it had determined upon elaborate 
plans of reform and reorganization before 
tne members were made aware that these 
plans, if carried out, would involve an 
enormous expenditure, They are now pro- 
ceeding more cautiously, but the exigency 
has served further to separate the military 
section from the non-military. 

The rupture in the commission has led 
the non-military section to formulate on 
its part certain suggestions regarding the 
plans for army reorganization already 
agreed to by the commission as a whole, 
and recently printed in these columns. 
These suggestions are as follows: 1. Mili- 
tary duty is personal, and cannot be evad- 
ca by a money compensation. 2. The ef- 
fective term of service must be limited to 
the strict necessities cf practical instruction 
and divested of certain contingent duties 
which are actually enforced. Reforms must 
be introduced which insure a better mode 
of utilizing the various clements of the 
contingent, notably the abolition of the 
practice of employing men on non-military 
duties. 3%. Measures should be introduced 
to encourage volunteering and to prepare 
the youth of Belgium for military fitness 
by a special course of training and target 
practice. 4. Volunteers must be included 
in the contingent, which shall only be in- 
creased in so far as may be rendered neces. 
sary by a reduction in the term of service. 

+,°* 

DEVELOPMENT OF PIGEON SERVICE IN 
FRANCE.—On the initiative of the French 
Minister of Marine, Admiral Besson has 
begun to establish carrier pigeon posts at 
principal points in the English Channel, 
the Bay of Biscay, and the French shore 
of the Mediterranean. These posts will be 


in working order by Summer, and it is 
expected that they will be rendered almost 
self-supporting in a few years, as peculiar 
inducements will be offered to steamship 
lines, coasting vessels, and yachtsmen to 
utilize them. 

Already the birds have been used exten- 
sively in experimenting on the Frgnch 
Transatlantic Line, and on naval vessels, 
with pronounced success. The first ex- 
tensive pigeon post has been in operation 
at Marseilles for three years. It has 500 
breeding establishments, which contain 
about 2,500 old birds. The French Mediter- 
ranean squadron is to be provided with 
a number of these peoons. which from time 
to time will be liberated, and thus be- 
come accustomed to the ‘fly’ that is ex- 
pected of them. In June the pigeon service 
will be extended to the mail boats running 
to Corsica and Algeria. It is expected that 
these experiments will produce excellent 
results, as the Mediterranean is generally 
free from gales and violent storms, and no 
sea is better suited for pigeon travel. It is 
expected during the coming Summer that 
yachtsmen of Southern France, as well as 
those of Northwestern Italy, will avail 
themselves of the pigeons of the Cdédte 
d’Azur when cruising between Marseilles 
and Naples, to send little messages to their 
friends on shore, 


FRENCH PROJECTS IN INDO-Cu.NA.—On the 
outbreak of the Boxers tne French were 
obliged to suspend their operations in 
Yunnan, the Chinese province, lying to the 
north of Nanking, and to retire to their 
own undisputed -territory. M. Doumer, the 
Governor General of Indo-China, is now in 


Paris with the object of inducing his Gov- 
ernment to make a strong effort to-«ac- 
quire Yunnan. Inspired by him, it’is be- 
lieved that one of the first demands of 
the French Government on China will be 
for the return of the French Consul Gen- 
eral in an honorable fashion to Yunnan- 
Foo, the capital of the province, with in- 
creased guarantees for the construction of 
the railways so summarily interrupted in 
1900. And that this policy will find its 
logical and practical issue in the absorption 
of Yunnan by France. 

The capital of the province is said to be 
one of the most beautiful towns in South- 
ern China, particularly from an archi- 
tectural point of view. It is surrounded by 
a lofty wall surmounted by a_ parapet, 
which forms the chief promenade of the 
piace. The wall is nearly four miles in 
ength, and variés in height from 23 feet 
to 50 feet, and in breadth from 19 feet to 
23 feet. The town contains the Golden 
Palace, which was the pagoda of the Chief 
Won Sankwei, who in the seventeenth cen- 
tury defied the Manchus, The building con- 
tains a gigantic statue of Buddha, and the 
staircases and balustrades are in marble 
and the columns in bronze. The roof is 
constructed of copper, and this, with the 
golden woodwork, gives the palace its 
name.

that the matter will be adjusted shortly, 
both. to the satisfaction of the local sub- 
jects of the King and to British capitalists 
who have often been urged to invest their 
funds in Bolivian enterprises, and have 
hitherto declined on the ground of insuffi- 
cient protection. 

The British Government has been in- 
formed that the Department of Public 
Works has been placed under the control 
of a British engineer, and that other Brit- 
ish ehgineers could easily find employment 
under the present Government, which is 
making a vigorous effort to improve its 
external communications by means of an 
alternative route to the Pacific. The note 
to the British Government highly pratses 
the care with which Mr. Bridgman is look- 
ing after British interests, but it adds that 
‘that entleman’s attention is _ fully 
claimed his own countrymen, who are 
largely engaged in. various syndicates and 
commercial schemes.”

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FIRE IN MIDDLE VILLAGE. 


Lack of Alarm Facilities Prevented 


Speedy Arrival of Firemen. 


Two buildings and the sheds in a stone- 
yard were destroyed by fire in Middle

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CONSTITUTIONS IDLE DAY 


Inclement Weather Prevented Trial 
Spin of Cup Yacht. 








ALL ANXIOUS AT BRISTOL 





Capt. Duncan Pleased with the Herre- 
shoff Creatién—Fair Winds and 
Weather Hoped for To-day. 





Special to The.New York Time:. 

BRISTOL, R. I., May 19.—Driving rains, 
accompanied with brisk northeasterly 
winds, kept the yacht Constitution at her 
moorings all day. Everything was in readi- 
ness for her trial to-day, and everybody 
but Nat Herreshoff was disappointed that 
she was again harbor bound. Nat Herres- 
hoff last night, in discussing the weather 
prospects aboard the tender Mount Mor- 
ris with Capt. Duncan, said he hoped it 
would rain to-day, as he had begun to feel 
the reaction now that the defender was 
built and launched, and he would welcome 
an excuse to spend a quiet day at home. 

Capt. Duncan is anxious to have the trial 
take place and return to New York. In 
speaking of the situation on the Mount 
Morris this afternoon he said: 

“The glass shows signs of clearing, and 
I hope we shall be able to get out to-mbdr- 
row. We are all ready for it, and only 


the weather is keeping us back now. So 
soon as we shall have had the trial I shall 
take the first train to New York. There 
are a few minor matters to be attended to 
yet on the Constitution, but these can be 
easily finished within a week, and she can 
be delivered to me at Newport when the 


tuning-up races with Columbia will be- 
gin.”’ 

Capt. Duncan is well pleased with Con- 
stitution, but refuses to enter into any 


specific discussion of her merits. 

‘*She’s a good boat,’’ was his expression 
of approval of her. ‘‘ I hope there is noth- 
ing radically wrong with Shamrock II. I 
do not suppose there is; it would be a 
great pity if Sir Thomas should be disap- 
pointed in the results of the trial races 
with his first challenger. Il hope Sham- 
rock Il. will meet his expectations of her 
before she is through with her races on 
the other side. Judging from the cabled 
accounts of the trouble, it would seem to 
be in the mast step, something that has 
worried us to some extent in one or two 
defenders.”’ 

Capt. Duncan when asked if he did not 
think the new #&rinkles used in this detail 
on Constitution would guarantee Immunity 
from a recurrence of such trouble on her, 


replied: 

“Well, I don't know; I hope so.’ He 
refuses to discuss the Lawson-New York 
Yacht Club situation in any of its shifting 
phases. He takes the position that the 
matter is in the hands of persons compe- 
tent to deal with it and that it is none of 
his affair ‘I am here to get all I can out 
of Constitution,” he said, ‘“‘and that will 
give me all the work I want,”

out with his craft and make her acquaint- 
ance, 

Constitution grows on one daily. Even 
in the misty, rainy day she swung to her 
anchor in the dead water a perfect picture 
of grace and power and seemed to rebel at 
the heavy anchor that held her prisoner.

The mast of the yacht will be stepepd to- 
morrow, and the work of fitting out will 
begin in right good earnest. Captain Haff 
and his son are regular ‘“ hustlers"’ and 
the forty men who comprise the crew are 
smart and able. If they get the craft ready 
for a sail this month they will be doing 
capitally. All the standing rigging is 
ready and the sails are made. The steering 
wheel is not yet in position. A powerful 
pump is rigged on deck, but there was no 
occasion to use it, the yacht being dry as a 
bone. 

The Defender used to leak like a sieve 
and some of her crew who now belong to 
the Independence were weary of working 
at the pump. The deck of steel and alum- 
inum has not yet been covered with canvas. 
That, however, can be done in a couple 
of days. The orders are to hurry he com- 
pletion and to lose no time. 

One would think from this that Mr. 
Lawson has by no means given up hope of 
the yacht measuring speed with the Consti- 
tution. Eastern yachtsmen are with him 
in the controversy and they believe that the 
New York Yacht Club will admit the boat 
in the end. The championing of his cause 
by Gen. Paine. who is highly esteemed by 
the club, has been of great moral support 
to Mr. Lawson.

Now that the disturbances at Albany 
are at an end it is worth while to point 
out certain serious defects in the way of 
dealing with them and to suggest im- 
proved methods. 

The work of suppressing and prevent- 
ing disorder was done practically entirely 
by the militia. No fault is to be found 
with the way in which they were handled 
or with the conduct of the men or their 
officers. Gen. Ror and his immediate as- 
sociates showed intelligence, energy, and 
sound judgment in the calling out and 
disposition of the troops; the regimental 
and company officers were cool, alert, 
and active; the men were well disciplined 
and trained, and acted throughout not 
merely with courage and promptness, but 
with admirable temper. What defects 
there were were due to the unfitness of 
military organization to do the work as- 
signed to it. It is within the bounds of 
truth to say that all that the militia did, 
and did with credit, could have been bet- 
ter done by a properly trained and offi- 
The 
service performed by the military was 
done by the little company of mounted 
men from the Signal Corps, and this was 
not due to the fact that they were in any 
way more faithful or skillful, but to the 
fact that their organization approached 


cered police force. most efficient 


more nearly that of mounted police. 

The most conspicuous feature of the 
troubles at Albany was the fatal shoot- 
ing of two citizens who were guilty of 
nothing but carelessness in being in a 
crowd where disorder was likely to occur. 
The judgment of the general officers that 
the shooting was justified by the condi- 
tions attending it is correct, but the con- 
ditions would not have arisen in all prob- 
ability had the military guard on the 
cars, helpless to protect their lives or to 
suppress riotous conduct, except with 
their rifles, been replaced and accompa- 
nied by trained policemen, a part of them 
mounted. A company of mounted police, 
reinforced at need by men on foot from 
the cars, could have prevented the collec- 
tion of a dangerous crowd or could have 
dispersed it, or could have arrested the 
actual disturbers. Precisely this sort of 
work was done with the greatest skill 
and success and without loss of life by 
Troop A in the trolley strike in Brook- 
lyn. 

We have always opposed putting the 
police of large citdes under the control of 
the State Government. But it is plain 
that a force of the kind to which we have 
referred could with great utility be or- 
ganized directly by the State or could be 
made a part of the local police, supported 
in part by the State, and subject to call 
to duty in any part of the State. Proba- 
bly the best mode of providing it would 
be to include in its duties the patrolling 
of the rural districts where there is now 
practically no police force at all; to place 
this force under direct State control, and 
to have a certain percentage of the police 
in large cities subject to State call in 
cases where now the militia is ordered 
out. The force should, of course, be 
drilled according to uniform standards, 
should be mostly mounted, and in its ap- 
pointment and management should be 
kept completely out of party politics. 
The task of organization would not be at 
ell difficult. A commission of men like 
Gen. Roe, Col. PARTRIDGE, and Gen. 
AVERY D. ANDREWS could readily devise 
it. Gov. ODELL could do no better serv- 
icé to the State than in taking up this 
subject and working out an adequate 
plan. 








THE BRITISH INDUSTRIAL UNION. 


It is extremely interesting and signifi- 
cant that the first serious scheme for the 
protection of British interests from 
American competition should be begun 
with a meeting of representatives of em- 
ployers and employed for the formation 
of a British Industrial Union. 

It is well known that a part of the dis- 
advantage that British trade feels in 
rivalry with the American is due to the 
exactions of the trades unions, and espe- 
cially to the higher rates of wages main- 
tained for inferior work and the resist- 
ance of the unions to the employment of 
labor-saving machinery. To a considera- 
ble extent and much more than in this 
country the purpose of the unions has 
been to restrict the hours of work and in- 
crease the number of workers, rather 
than to extend the product and in- 
crease the amount of work to be done. 
‘Against this handicap the employers are 
powerless to contend unless they can 
have the co-operation of the unions, for 
even a successful fight with the unions 
would badly cripple them in their compe- 
tition with American rivals. Accordingly, 
they have appealed to the unions to 


. study the whole question with them. The 
/*«anions have been persuaded to do so by

p perception of the fact that the de- 












mand for British labor is likely greatly 
to be cut down if the Americans secure 
the markets heretofore enjoyed almost 
exclusively by the British. 

The essential point is that the commu- 
nity of interest thus recognized: by both 
sides in this emergency really exists at 
all times, and that both parties will be 
vastly better off if they can come to a 
mutual agreement as to their relations 
than they can be when those relations 
are determined only by constantly re- 
newed conflicts. The British Industrial 
Union ought to become permanent, and it 
ought to be an example for intelligent 
employers and employed in this country. 





THE NEW YORK CORPORATIONS LAW. 


The Legislature during the closing days 
of its session made some important mod- 
ifications the general corporations 
law, of which it may be said as of the 
virgins of the parable, that some are 


wise and some foolish. Generally speak- 
ing, they are improvements in the law, 
and most of them should have been en- 
acted five years ago. By obstinate ad- 
herence to a theory of restriction incon- 
sistent with the requirements of mod- 
New York has sent the 
important incorporations, which would 
naturally have been formed here, over to 
New Jersey, and has enabled ahat State 
to meet all its expenses. from the reve- 
nues derived from incorporation 7fees. 
The current increase in the number of 


in 


ern business, 


New York incorporations is significant. 

The most important of the new provis- 
ions is that reducing the incerporation 
tax from one-eighth to one-twentieth of 
1 per cent. on the authorized capital. The 
original charge was well enough when 
corporate finance dealt with thousands; 
it was prohibitory when it became ambi- 
tious and dealt with millions. Such a 
tax on the capitalization of the United 
States Steel Corporation would have 
amounted to $1,442,500. Obviously, this 
was out of the question. Other States— 
New Jersey, for example—offered the 
advantages of a more generally favora- 
ble on much more advantageous 
terms. In consequence of adhering to 
this impracticable scale of charges New 
York has lost large revenues and much 
prestige. 

Another and extremely important 
change is the formal recognition and au- 
thorization of the creation of voting 
trusts, to last for five years, by agree- 
ment among stockholders. This is a dis- 
tinct progress. It establishes the princi- 
ple of the trust, as distinguished from 
the merger, on a legal basis. Most States 
have frowned upon voting trusts, and 
even in New York they have been broken 
up by undertaken and 
threatened by the Attorney General, as 
contrary to public policy. In view of 
our recent comments on the subject of 
trusts and mergers, we are quite pre- 
pared to congratulate the people of this 
State on this evidence of a return to san- 
ity on the part of the Legislature. 

The disproportionate and wholly un- 
reasonable penalties imposed upon Di- 
rectors for failure or neglect on the part 
of the officers of a New York corporation 
to file the perfunctory annual report re- 
quired by the law, have beenstricken from 
the statutes. The old law has been the 
eause of much anxiety to Directors, and 
has been many times used for black- 
mailing purposes. Such failure or neg- 
lect on the part of the officers of a com- 
pany to perform their duties no longer 
renders every Director individually lia- 
ble for all the debts, of the corporation, 
but imposes the liability to a fine of $50 
a day upon the officer who thus fails to 
do what the law requires, after he has 
been called upon to perform it by a 
stockholder or a creditor. This is as it 
should be. 

The very objectionable provision of 
the old law imposing severe penalties 
upon Directors for consenting to the dec- 
laration of a dividend which had not 
been earned is modified by limiting the 
liability incurred by such act to the 
amount of loss sustained by the company 
or its crediters due to the impairment of 
the company’s capital. There is no ob- 
jection to this. . 

New York has followed New Jersey in 
protecting the bona fide holders of stock 
issued for property purchased. The judg- 
ment of the Directors of a company as to 
the value of the property for which the 
stock is issued, unless fraud is shown, is 
final and not subject to review. 

An increase of the capital stock of a 
New York company may now be made 
by unanimous consent of the stockhold- 
ers in writing, without waiting for the 
formalities of advertising, &c. In the ab- 
sence of unanimous consent the forms of 
the law must be followed and the con- 
sent of two-thirds in interest obtained. 
The State would seem to have no interest 
in insisting upon formalities in the do- 
ing of anything legal which is desired 
by all the stockholders of a company, 

Another advantageous modification of 
the old law is that which limits the lia- 
bility of the holder of shares of stock 
not fully paid to the amount of his un- 
paid subscription, for debts of the corpo- 
ration contracted while such stock is 
held by him. - As it stood before this 
clause of the law was very much more 
drastic. 

Hitherto the law has required that to 
execute a mortgage the formal consent 
of two-thirds in interest must be had, 
and any informality in complying with 
this provision has invalidated the secur- 
ity underlying corporate bonds. The 
statute now provides that when a mort- 
gage recites that it has been duly au- 
thorized by the requisite proportion of 
the stockholders, such recital shall be 
presumptive evidence that the law has 
been complied with, and if the mortgage 
stands of record for one year and inter- 
est is paid thereon, it becomes valid, 


even though irregular in the method of 
its execution. Any action to question 
the validity of a mortgage executed by 
the Directors-of @ company must be be- 
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gun within one year. This is a substan- 
tial protection to the purchasers of cor- 
poration bonds. 

For the first time the issue of partly 
paid stock is authorized, and corpora- 
tions may declare and pay dividends on 
such stock in proportion to the amount 
paid upon it. Section 24 of the old law 
forbidding the contracting of any debt by 
a corporation in excess of the amount 
of its capital stock, under heavy penal- 
ties, is repealed. A New York corporation 
may now borrow as much as it has satis- 
factory security for, without réference 
to the amount of its capitalization. Sec- 
tion 49, providing that, pending fore- 
closure, any stockholder who shall pay 
his proportion of the mortgage debt 
should take his place with the bondhold- 
ers and have his stock protected to the 
extent of the protection enjoyed by the 
bonds, is also repealed. This provision 
was of no great consequence either way. 

These are the principal points of the 
amendments to the law, and it must be 
admitted that they greatly improve it. 
There is now a good chance that many 
large incorporations which would have 
inade their headquarters in other States 
will remain in New York, and thus 
escape the disadvantages of being for- 
eign corporations in the State in which 
they will chiefly operate. Since the in- 
corporation of the giant steel merger in 
New Jersey, the Solons at Albany have 
“seen a great Jight.’’ Just what they 
have discovered in the area of illumina- 
tion may be guessed without taxing the 
ingenuity. 





A CURE FOR THE FRENCH DUEL. 


Those Deputies from provincial France 
have evidently struck at the foundation 
of the institution of modern dueling, par- 
ticularly in France, who have asked the 
support of their colleagues in passing a 
bill which shall make it illegal to publish 
any news concerning’a duel, even the 
famous “ proces verbal.’”’ The duel which 
had its origin in a human attempt to ob- 
tain direct evidence of Divine judgment 
has passed through several stages. But 
in France, judging by the number 
duels that have been recently fought, the 
character of the contestants, the compar- 
ative harmlessness, yet wide publicity, of 
the ‘affairs,’ it is clear that the most 
effective element proposed in making the 
duel popular is personal vanity. The pro- 
posed bill strikes at the vanity of the 
would-be duelist. 

Were such a measure to become a law 
the duel would become intensely unpopu- 
lar in France. Where would be the use 
in risking one’s life in a duel if one’s 
friends, and enemies, could not read 
about it in the newspapers? To be sure, a 
bulletin in one’s club might adequately 
announce the burning news, but even 
that, by a close construction of the law, 
might be made illegal, on the same basis 
from which a Pennsylvania Judge has 
ruled that dictating a libel to a stenog- 
rapher constitutes its publication. 

Starting with the presumption that the 
duel is the exclusive function of a certain 
social class, some gentlemen of the Fau- 
bourg Saint-Germain have resented the 
intrusion of the provincials in their af- 
fairs. It the duel is really to be abol- 
ished, they have said, let it not be done 
by an attempt to make those who believe 
in the institution and have respect for it 
as their ancestors had appear ridiculous 
in the eyes of the common and uninitiat- 
ed. And so these gentlemen, among whom 
are Baron DE LA RocqQvugE, Prince Louis 
DE BROGLIE, and M. DE BouRG, are to es- 
tablish ‘‘tribunals of honor,” before 
which questions which are now settled on 
the field of honor may be arranged equi- 
tably and without bloodshed; the “ par- 
ty’’ whom the court finds to be in the 
wrong and the “ party’’ whom the court 
finds to be in the right to receive certifi- 
cates to that effect. 

We do not agree with the founders of 
the ‘tribunals of honor” that questions 
of personal conduct are solely in the 
keeping of the Faubourg Saint-Germain, 
and we recognize with the provincial 
Deputies that a prohibitory law would 
simply add new lustre to the duelist's 
laurel. But the high character of the 
gentlemen interested in the ‘ tribunals” 
indicates that the Faubourg is just as 
sincerely opposed to the popular duel as 
are the provincial Deputies. Bach pro- 
jected remedy supplements the other. 
Neither is perfect in itself. If operated 
together, it is reasonably certain that 
the duel in France. being made “bad 
form” and stripped of notoriety would 
die a natural death.

THE TURK AND THE TYPEWRITER. 

There are those, possibly too sensitive 
for this world’s daily experiences, who 
will have a certain sympathy with the 
aversion of the Sublime Porte'for type- 
writing machines, and will suspect that 
the inhibition of them within his domin- 
ions is not wholly due to the cause as- 
signed. According to the Constantinople 


dispatches, a couple of hundred of them 


have been stopped at the Custom Houses, 
on the ground that seditious literature 
may be written or printed or typed on 
them—whatever may be the strictly cor- 
rect word for the process—and the writer 
leave no trace of his or of her identity, so 
that the terrors of the law in such cases 
will be discharged in vacuo and in vain. 
In a sense this is, of course, an indica- 
tion of the extreme backwardness of the 
mind and temperament of the Sultan. He 
ought by this time to know that sedition 
is only rendered more dangerously ex- 
plosive by arbitrary repression; he ought 
also to know that nothing will so stimu- 
late the Turkish appetite for typewriting 
as his efforts to prevent its gratification. 
Since the printing press and movable 
type are more or less available to Turk- 
ish conspirators in all parts of the world 
—there is a Young Turkish journal print- 
ed in Paris, and a committee for the dis- 
semination of insurrectionary literature 
is active in London—it will be of very lit- 
tle effect to try to stop the making of 
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typewritten copy in the dominions of the 
Sultan. It is not at all improbable that 
this is not the actual purpose of the edict 
excluding the typewriting machines, | 
Turkish chirography is among the truly 
decorative arts, and there is nothing 
much more attractive than skillful and 
careful examples of it. The Sultan may 
have been informed by his watchful dip- 
lomatic agents in the various parts of the 
world, and especially in this country, of 
the insidious and destructive effect af 
typewriting on handwriting, and have 
been possessed by a desire to anticipate 
and if possible to prevent like ravages in 
Turkey. It is not an unworthy motive. 
It is known, moreover, that in addition 
to the mischief done in the matter of 
handwriting, there is still graver mischief 
done by the habit of dictation that fol- 
lows in the wake of the typewriter. The 
Turk, within the somewhat narrow limit 
of his ideas, is noted as a clear and suc- 
cinct writer, who spends enough time and 


thought on what he has to-say in writing 
to make it plain and reasonably brief. 
Once let him get accustomed to talking to 
a stenographer, or even to the facile typ- 
ist, or typiste, with a knowledge that his 
loosely emitted words will appéar in legi- 
ble form ready for transmission to their 
destination, and the ruin of his style will 
only too possibly have, been begun. It is 
one of the duties of an industrious and 
prudent despot to keep himself informed 
of what is going on about him by the 
reading of reports. At best the process is 
tedious, if the reports be prepared with 
every inducément to a compact presenta- 
tion of the facts. But written reports are 
to reports consigned to paper through the 
deceptive and facile agency of dictation 
as potable liquid to a brackish flood. 
Against this infliction the Sultan is jus- 
tified in taking timely measures of pre- 
caution. 

In the long run the plan will be defeat- 
ed. The trail of the inked ribbon is over 
the whole world. Turkey can no more es- 
cape it than it can escape the progress of 
liberal ideas. But-ABDUL HAmiIpD II. may 
hope to protect himself for the uncertain 
remnant of his days. He,is in his sixtieth 
year, and has had a quarter of a century 
of despotic rule, in which his dominions 
have sensibly shrunk, but in which his 
personal dignity and convenience have 
been fairly maintained. He may be able 
to preserve himself from the disagreeable 
consequences of the invasion of his terri- 
tory by the typewriter and leave his suc- 
cessor to cope with the torrent which he 
at least can dam. We do not wholly 
blame him for trying. 











TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—--It's really too bad about Postmaster 
Van CoTT! The rapid transit people, with 
strange disregard for his official dignity 
as ruler of the Post Office building, auda- 
ciously informed him that the city wants 
for its new tunnel the space under Mail 
Street now occupied by certain vaults, the 
construction of which was permitted when 
the city had no immediate use for that par- 
ticular bit of its subterranean possessions, 
and they ld him to vacate immediately. 
Instantly the offended Postmaster nan off 
to Washington with his grievance, clamor- 
ing to the great men there for vengeance 
on the irreverent ones who had sent him a 
“peremptory notice’’ to make way for a 
municipal improvement, instead of asking 
permission, humbly and gently, to call in 
a loan. We are uninformed as to how much 
or how little sympathy Mr. Van CoTT 
secured at the National capital, but it is 
our painful duty to prophesy that he will 
get no great amount of it from the New 
York public. That public has a very dis- 
tinct impression as to whether the PoSst- 
master has or has not earned the tender 
and affectionate consideration of his fellow- 
metropolitans. The latter have noted the 
state of disgusting uncleanliness into which 
he has’ allowed the Post Office building to 
fall and remain. Necessity has forced a 
good many of them to traverse those mal- 
odorous and tramp-haunted corridors, and 
to work their way around the coal piles 
with which for such long and frequent 
periods he has incumbered the sidewalks 
on both the Broadway and the Park Row 
fronts. They have had to climb over the 
platform scales which he installed on one 
of those sidewalks just where passing 
crowds are largest. They remember how 
ineffectual have been alk protests against 
these abuses and others like them. So, 
all things taken into account, it is doubt- 
ful if Mr. Van Cort will win much local 
supporfin his quarrel with the rapid transit 
people. He has taken too much care to 
convince us that any diminution of the 
space he controls will be a benefit to the 
city. 

—In a recent magazine article Mr. 
HENRY NorRMAN, while expatiating on the 
length and cost of the Siberian Railway, 
said: ‘‘ That Russia, single-handed, should 
have conceived it and carried it out, makes" 
imagination falter before her future influ- 
ence on the course of events.’’ The imagi- 
nation of The Railroad Gazette doesn’t fal- 
ter a bit. It admits that the Siberian road, 
which, with its branches, is or will be some 
5,000 miles long, was no small undertaking, 
but it reminds Mr. NORMAN that Russia 
undertook the task of constructing the line 
in 1891, and that another year will not see 
‘%the completion of the work. Then The Ga- 
zette tells Mr. NorRMAN that if he wants 
really big things in the shape of railways 
to write about he should look in another di- 
rection—to wit, in this one. To prove the 
truth of the statement it says: 

The United States, in the ten years begihning 
in 1880, built 73,400 miles of railroad, or more 
than fourteen times as much as the Siberian 
Railroad. More than once in a single year we 
have built railroads twice the length of the 
Siberian, and we had not then half the popula, 
tion of Russia. Russia itself has built a great 
deal more railroad in Europe than in Asia since 
it began work on the Siberian Railroad. The 
latter is certainly a great undertaking, and 
very much greater for Russia than it would have 
been for us, for we are economically very 
strong and she is weak, What makes the Si- 
berian Railroad notable, however, is not so much 
its length as the fact that it makes accessible 
for development an enormous territory heretofore 
almost wholly undeveloped. 

Even on the last-named ground, several. 
of our Pacific lines were fully as remark- 
able as the Russian enterprise, and perhaps 
they were more so. 





——With a courage to which his name no 
doubt contributed largely, Capt. CHARLES 
S. Drinkwater of the schooner Kitty 
Lawry boldly proclaimed, on reaching Ban- 
gor on Thursday last, that when off Mark 
Island, opposite Camden, two days before, 
he saw the sea seprent. ‘A sea serpent,” 
was the way he put it, but of course that 
was merely the cautious moderation of lan- 
guage to be expected from a man nated 
DRINKWATER. Of necessity, what the Cap- 
tain saw was the sea serpent, and not a seq 
serpent, it being well known to all zoolo- 


gists that there is only one creature deserv- 


ing this title in existence—and ‘one 
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tainly enough. Capt. DRINKWATER was at 
the wheel when the serpent appeared in 
the offing, and without a moment's hesi- 
tation he called the attention of his mate 
to the interesting spectacle. The mate, as 
is often the case on Maine schooners, is 
also a Captain—Capt. CHARLES S. CHAPMAN 
—and therefore his testimony is unimpeach- 
able, especially as. his first name and mid- 
dle initial are the same as Capt. DRINK- 
WATER'S. According to the information at 
hand, when Capt. Drinkwater advised 
Capt. CHAPMAN to look at the sea serpent, 
“Capt. CHAPMAN took a glass.” This 
statement is accompanied by no description 
of the nature or contents of the glass, but 
we are not going to let that trivial over- 
sight detract in the slightest degree from 
our perfect confidence in the truth of the 
story. It is enough to record that ‘‘ Capt. 
CHAPMAN took a glass and for twenty min- 
utes the two men watched the movements 
of the serpent.’’ There was another man 
on the Kitty Lawry, evidently an unim- 
portant person, for his name is not given. 
He was at first inclined to deny that Capt. 
DRINKWATER and Capt. CHAPMAN saw what 
they said they saw, but at their combined 


persuasion he also ‘‘ took a glass,’ and 
then he, too, was convinced. Well he 
might be, for the monster's head rose 


eight feet above the waves, and the visible 
portion of its body\ was “larger than a 
stove pipe.”’ Just how much larger is not 
set down, but that only proves that the 
Captains, having had no opportunity to 
apply a tape line, refused to make any 
rash guesses. 





—With the obvious intention of éalming 
our mad rage against the Directors of the 
Pan-American Exposition, The Cleveland 
Plain Dealer soothingly suggests that the 
objects of our wrath may have used “ hon- 
our” instead of “honor” in their invita- 
tions, not because they do not know how to 
spell—which was the charitable explana- 
tion in which -we tried to believe—or be- 
cause they are desperately unpatriotic—as 
we were forced to suspect—but simply out 
of a commendable, or at least pardonable, 
regard for Canadian prejudices. ‘' Buffalo 
is near Canada,” says The Plain Dealer, 
from the abundance of its geographical 
knowledge, ‘‘and the Pan-Americans are 
anxious for Canadian as well as for Ameri- 
can dollars. The invitations soliciting the 
‘honour’ of a visit are all right on the 
Canadian side of the Niagara River, and it 
is possible that the New York man has re- 
ceived by mistake an invitation intended 
for some one in the land where they ‘la- 
bour’ for ‘honours,’ and build _ their 
houses in ‘storeys.’’’ We have now re- 
gained enough of our ordinary calm to be 
willing to admit that this theory may be 
the correct one, and the chances are that, 
as soon as we are assured that the clerk 
who made the mistake has been thrown 
over the Falls or shot out of a cannon, we 
will allow the matter to drop and the ex- 
position to go on. If, then, the friends 
whose feathers we ruffled by our hostility 
to intrusive, useless, and indefensible ‘‘u’s”’ 
in the writings of Americans will also re- 
cover their equanimity and let bygones be 
bygones, the incident will close without 
any fatalities.

THE SPELLING OF *WORDS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your paper of to-day there is on the 
editorial page an article which merits at- 
tention, and, with your leave, I will de- 
fend a previous correspondent. 

Such words as honour, humour, labour, 
and a host of others come from the Latin, 
to be sure, but through the Anglo-Norman 
tongue. Webster, whose ideas of etymology 
were primitive, took the ‘‘u’”’ out of these 
words and his will prevailed in the United 
States and Canada. ‘‘ Honor,’’ however, is 


phonetically quite as absurd a way to rep- 
resent the two syllables as ‘‘ honour,” and 
theretore Webster's system has no war- 
rant except the desire (a very American 
desire) to be brief. With equal justifica- 
tion we might spell ‘“‘ conceive ’’ ‘‘ conceve.”’ 
Many Americans, believing ‘‘ glamour” to 
be French, spell it with the ‘u.” 

As for people and peopel—‘‘ What on 
earth (say you? did he mean by propeeey. 
ing that ‘tabél’ and ‘ peopel’ will be the 
next atrocities perpetrated by the barbarian 
reformers?’’ Can it be that he pronounces 
“table’’ and ‘‘ people’”’ so that the forms 
he eee would be phonetic representa- 
tions of them? No, I answer; of course he 
does not; nor does he prorrounce pa as 
it is spelled. A phonetician might repre- 
sent the pronunciation of ‘ people”’ thus, 
“ pipel,”’ the inverted ‘‘e’’ being used to 
give the sound which is also found in the 
“u’"’ of “ vulgarity.”’ 

I will remind you, however, that the bar- 
barous absurdity of which you ridicule the 
possibility is already common in the United 
States, for throughout Connecticut, in 
many parts of the West, and by the Cen- 
tury Company in New York, this very ab- 
surdity has been propagated in such words 
as ‘‘metre”’’ and ‘‘centre,”’ spelled by 
them ‘‘ meter’”’ and “center.” ‘Er’ does 
not, of course, represent the sound to be 
found in these words. If it did, how about 
‘‘error,’’ ‘“ herald,” ‘‘ American,” &c.? 

You will permit me to say in conclusion 
that your correspondent seems to me to be 
quite justifiable and that I, for one of 
many, consider Webster’s meddling with 
phonetics no credit to his otherwise great 
name.

CONDITIONS YORK 
Addresses by W. H. Baldwin and 
Dr. Lyman Abbott. 











Mass Meeting of Men Told that Phila- 
delphia Is a Close Second to This 
as a Badly Governed City. 





William H. Baldwin, Jr., Chairman of the 
Committee of Fifteen, repeated his asser- 
tion at Carnegie Hall yesterday that any 
sort of vice was possible within the four 
walls of a New York tenement under the 
present law. It was this declaration some 
time ago, coupled with the further state- 
ment that as a matter of fact vice does 
exist in many houses in which young chil- 
dren live, which caused Mayor Van Wyck 
to call him a slanderer and say he ought 
to be run out of\the city. 

Mr. Baldwin was addressing the mass 
meeting for men given under the auspices 
of the West Side Young Men’s Christian 
Association, the subject being “A Better 
New York.” 

Every seat in the spacious auditorium as 
well as in the galleries was filled. The mu- 
sical part of the programme consisted of 
the oratorio ‘‘ The Holy City,” under the 
direction of Tali Esen Morgan. The soloists 
were Anita Rio, soprano; Albert P. Ques- 
nel, tenor; Laura H. Graves, alto, and Ju- 
lien Walker, basso. The enthusiasm awak- 
ened by the singers and the instrumental- 
ists was very great, there being 400 voices 
in the chorus. 

Dr. Lyman Abbott was on the programme 
to speak with Mr. Baldwin during the in- 
termission. He began by saying that it 
seemed almost like an intrusion and an 
impertinence to put speaking into such a 
programme of music as the one which was 
then beihg carried out. But on reflection 
the subject, “A Better New York,’ was 
very appropriate. In the first part of-the 
programme the audience had been contem- 


plating a holy city; in the second part it 
will be adoring a holy city. 

“In our case,” continued Dr. Abbott, 
“it is our duty to neither contemplate nor 
adore a holy city. It is our duty to make 
it. It is not for us to +o so much time 
studying how to get to heaven, but rather 
how to make a heaven on earth. But we 
have this to do ourselves. No one will do 
it for us. It is laughable to see’ the people 
appeal to Albany for the righting of mu- 
nicipal wrongs. If we cann govern our- 
selves, (‘why should we ask St. Lawrence 
County to do it for us? 

“Another thing. We have just as good 
government as we deserve. If it is not a 
good =. prrtane it is because the 
citizens lack in — and in honesty 
of te ose. It has been said that New 
York, which is Democratic, is the worst gov- 
erned city on earth. It may be, but Phil- 
adelphia, which is Republican, runs it a 
elose second. New York spends annually 
a ot sum of money. It is estimated, I 
believe at $100,000,000. This is an immense 
carcass, and it attracts the buzzards of 
peg political faith and of no political 
aith.”’ 

Dr. Abbott introduced Mr. Baldwin as a 
man who knew much of the civic needs of 
the city, and who would be able to tell 
some wholesome truths. After reiterating 
his statement concerning tenement houses, 
the Chairman of the Committee of Fifteen 
sald that it would all be changed after the 
1st of July, when the new law would go Into 
effect. That law he believed would insure 
at least a decent growing place for the 
rising generation. 

After the deduction of the expenses for

JAMES R. KEENE CRITICISED. 


The Rev. Dr. Banks Resents a Remark 
Attributed to the Wall Street 


Speculator. 

A remark attributed to James R. Keene 
was the subject of comment yesterday in 
a sermon by the Rev. Dr. Louis Albert 
Banks at Grace Methodist Episcopal 
Church, One Hundred and Fourth Street, 
between Columbus and Amsterdam Ave- 
rues. He said: 

“A man who is reputed to have won 
millions of dollars during a, recent orgie 
in the Stock Exchange, which ended in a 
panic sweeping away from many the earn- 
ings of a lifetime, and even causing loss of 
life, recently gave public utterance to his 
philosophy of life. He laid down as the 
foundation for his creed the following 
theory: ‘All men are bad; don’t trust 
them,’ and said that to having always 
acted on this theory was due his own suc- 
cess in life. 

“Against this philosophy I would like 
to place the philosophy of Jesus. He knew 
man better than any one else ever knew 
him. He declared that man is the son of 
God—maybe a prodigal son, maybe a son 
who has gone far away, but nevertheless 
a son. 

“This is the philosophy laid down for 
every man who aspires to rise to a higher 
and more perfect life. Even this philoso- 
pher of the Stock Exchange would hardly 
dart toequibble about the fact that Jesus's 
was a perfect manhood; that He was a per- 
fect gentleman who never betrayed any 
man or any woman who trusted Him. He 
not only taught, but lived, a perfect life 
under a social system brutal in the ex- 
treme. Jesus, who knew men much better 
than any man in Wall Street, knew that 
goodness had such a potent power of at- 
traction on the human mind as to be able 
to attract and hold man. A man woh can 
make such a statement as that emanating 
from the philosopher of the money mart, 
knowing it to be false, must have sadly 


forgotten his duties, and is the greatest of 
ponere for he blasts the soul life of our 
youth. 


“IT want to contradict with vehemence 

the statement. The engineer on the rush- 
ing locomotive who dies at the throttle 
when he could have jumped to safety, the 
thousands of weak and frail creatures who 
bear burdens much too heavy for their 
shoulders without complaining and in obe- 
dience to duty—all tend to show that the 
woe Exchange philosopher's statement is 
a lie. 
“Tell a boy that every one is bad, and 
what have you done? You have damned 
his life and you have murdered his soul, be- 
cause you have crushed his ideals. You 
might as well have broken his neck. Tell 
him that business all means the throwing 
of sand in the eyes of your fellow-men, that 
it is all robbery, and you will have told 
him that he cannot succeed unless he be- 
comes a thief. You will have crushed out 
his soul vision and have made a human 
mole out of him.”’ 


THE VICE OF GAMBLING. 


The Rev. Dr. Alexander Talks of Its 


Prevalence in This City. 


Dr. George Alexander, pastor of the Uni- 
versity Place Presbyterian Church, deliv- 
ered an address on gambling to a large 
audience of men yesterday afternoon at the 
Twenty-third Street branch of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association. He said in 
part: 

“IT am not here to denounce the practice 
of Wall Street. You have all seen the re- 
cent happenings which have made this form 
of gambling patent. Broken health, spirits 
and hope, thousands have been reduced to 
the bottommost pit of suffering. Had they 
been engaged in legitimate business they 
could have survived, but they were betting 
their money on the turn of the market. 

‘‘Gambling on sports arises on the sheer 
love of tests of strength and endurance, 
followed by the greed to gain on the un- 
certainty which accompanies them. The 
element of uncertainty is so woven in these 
tests. Men in college feel that we de- 
mands their support of college athletics 
with bets. At first it is the excitement, 
then it is the rage for gambling, and many 
a magnificent co lege man has been ruined 
by it and his life blighted by learning to 
gamble on college sports. 

‘*Gambling on chance games is no longer 
confined to mere localities or circumstances, 
transatlantic steamers, mining camps or 
the haunts of the unemployed rich. In the 
last year New York has seen a rect

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SOME ACTING IN LONDON 


A First Impression of Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell. 











Pinero’s “Notorious Mrs. Ebbsmith” 
Properly Acted—A Few Cap- 
ital Comedians.

LONDON, May 11.—Until one has seen 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell's portrayal of Mad 
Agnes he cannot quite comprehend Mr. Pi- 
nero’s play called ‘“‘The Notorious Mrs. 
Ebbsmith.”’ I well remembered deriving a 
rather unfavorable impression of the 
dramatic drift and worth of that highly 
imaginative piece from a performance in 
New York in which the elaborate portrayal 
of the Duke of St. Olpherts by John Hare 
was of much more relative importance than 
the well-meant acting of Julia Neilson in 
the title rdle. 

It will not do, of course, to underrate the 
value of the acting of an artist so well 
equipped technically and of such potent 
personal charm Miss Neilson. She is 
apt to be rather extravagantly artificial, 
but so is Mrs. Campbell in some ways, and 
that does not account for the comparative 
failure of the one or the indisputable 
triumph of the other in lending the vital 
touch to the most difficult of all Pinero’s 
plays. 

Mrs. Campbell has few advantages, ar- 
tistic or personal, that would impress the 
popular mind, which Miss Neilson does 
not possess. She is handsome, though, in a 
refined and untheatrical way; she is, prob- 
ably, graceful, though that word is so 
shockingly misused nowadays in refer- 
ence to the gestures and motions of women 


as 


on the stage. Mrs. Campbell is no “ poser,” 
yy she poses uncommonly well. Her re- 
source, cbviously, is not broad or rich. 
Any one of the old school “ leading’ act- 
resses of our youth could have taught her 


many things. 

She is, in fact, positively in the 
her persistent use of the oratorical 
pause, and inflection in her portray the 
woman who has been an agitator in behalf 
of the oppressed and is now in the way of 
becoming a wanton. Her voice is rich and 
ample, and she shows, now and then, how 
much pleasing variety she can lend to her 
speech. But her “conception” of Agnes 
includes the lingering echo of oratory in al! 
her speech. 

Otherwise, the conception is clear and 
logical, and the execution of it sufficiently 
varied, in the circumstances, lucid and 
powerful. As an interpretation of a com- 
plex and, on the whole, somewhat baffling 
idea of a clever dramatist, it is really won- 
derful. One not only understands Mrs. 
Ebbsmith, under the influence of this act- 
ress, but sympathizes with her, observes 
with fond partiality her successive triumphs 
in her game of wits with the Duke, posi- 
tively bestows upon her the tribute of 
tears. 

To me, this seemed amazing as I sat in 
the Royalty Theatre the other night. I had 
accustomed myself to regard “‘ Mrs. Ebb- 
smith’? as one of its author's smartest, 
least likely, most unreasonable plays. 
Smart it still seemed to be. The nervous 
force and inherent wit of much of the dia- 
logue have not been surpassed in the Eng- 
lish fiction of this particular era. In spite 
of Mr. Andrew Lang Mr. Pinero is a great 
dramatist. Buf only Mrs. Campbell can 
make his Agnes Ebbsmith seem a possible 
being, and [ suppose her triumph in the 
role is due partly to her uncommon intelli- 
gence—her comprehension and_ insight-- 
partly to the peculiar quality of her per- 
sonal beauty, which, as I have said, is dis- 
tinctly untheatrical, partly to the advice and 
instruction of the author, Above all other 
actors, Mrs. Patrick Campbell is the in- 
terpreter of Arthur Pinero. 

Nothing that I can remember has ever 
been said of her visiting America, but it is 
likely that she will cross the ocean before 
long. She is not essentially British or Lon- 
donese. But for all the plays of her pres- 
ent repertory she needs exceptional audi- 
;eneces of large-minded, reasonably well- 
i cultivated people, and it would be well for 
her to get together a few easily merchant- 
able pieces to fall back on before trying an 
American tour.

An excellent comedafan in Mrs. Campbell's 
present following is George V. Arliss, an 
Australian, I believe, who has lately estab- 
lished himself in London. He may not, in 
his cleverly wrought embodiment of the 
strategic nobleman, quite so clearly denote 
the inborn authority and impregnable self- 
satisfaction of St. Olpherts as Mr. Hare 
did. Ziare, too, kept in view in the mani- 
festations of the very worst phases of the 
old libertine’s character the semblance of 
exquisite breeding. 

Such denotements are true to one’s ideal 
of Dukes. Prebably Mr. Arliss’s portrayal 
is as true to nature as Mr. Hare’s was. It 
is certainly delightful in its humor and 
facility, a veritable composition, rich in de- 
tail and all that could be required as a 
whole.

His performance is adequate 
and rather original in tone, but not re- 
markable or surprisingly humorous. Mr.

CHAFFEE’S FAREWELL ORDER. 


American Troops to Leave Taku Thurs- 
day—The Ministers Explain 
Their Slowness. 

PEKING, May 19.—Gen. Chaffee at mid- 
night last night issued his farewell order 
ending the American relief expedition in 
China. The American troops will board 
the transports next Wednesday at Taku, 
and Thursday will leave direct for Manila. 


M. Pichon, the French Minister, left here 
for home this morning. 

A meeting of the foreign Ministers will 
be held to-morrow, but it is not likely that 
much will be accomplished, as some of the 
Ministers have not yet received instruc- 
tions from their, home Governments. The 
Ministers, commenting upon the blame at- 
tached to them by the people for their 
slowness, say that, as a matter of fact, 
they are powerless to act without orders 
from home.

vices from Seoul, the Korean Government 

has leased to Japan 450 acres of land to 
form a settlement at Mesampho.

TREATMENT OF BOER PRISONERS. 


What a Cunard Line Purser Who Was 


on the Catalonia Says. 

Joseph Lancaster of the Cunard service, 
who has been in South African waters for 
two years past on board the Cunarder Cat- 
alonia, which is Transport 21 in the Brit- 
ish Military Service, arrived in New York 
yesterday morning as the purser of the 
Cunard iiner Umbria. 

The Catalonia was stationed at Durban, 
Simons Town and Capetown at various 
times. She was utilized as a prison ship, 
and generally had on board about 600 pris- 
oners of war. Among the prisoners at one 
time was Col Schiel, the German artillery 
otficer. Mr. Lancaster said the British 
treated their prisoners with the utmost con- 
sideration, serving the enlisted men the 
same fare as that given the English sol- 
diers, while the captive officers Were treat- 
ed as guests. 

One of the most interesting relics pos- 
sessed by Purser Lancaster is a piece of 
soft stone carved by a Boer soldier, 80 as 
to resemble a piece of hardtack. It bears 
the following inscription: ‘‘ J. Lancaster, 
from E. Wertheim, Boer prisoner of war on 
board the Cahalona.’’ The prisoner was 
rather an illiterate fellow, said Mr. Lan- 
caster, and hence the new way of spelling 
Catalonia. 

The Catalonia carried about 600 prisoners 
to Colombo. 





In Memory of British Dead. 
LONDON, May 19.—King Edward has be- 
come patron, and the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury and Earl Roberts have become 
Vice Patrons of the fund being raised to 
erect the eastern portion of the new Cathe- 


dral in Cape ‘Town in memory of those who 
have fallen in the war in South Africa. 


ELECTIONS IN SPAIN. 


Quarrels Lead to Several Fatalities at 
the Polls—Government Wins. 


MADRID, May 19.—The elections to the 
new Chamber of Deputies were held to- 
day. At Bilbao there was a quarrel be- 
tween a Ministerialist and a Socialist, and 
the latter was killed. Another person was 
killed at Cuence, a suburb of Bilbao, Seri- 
ous conflicts occurred in Barcelona, where 
Sefor Cubellés, an electoral Commissioner, 
was killed with a dagger. Several other 
persons were severely injured, some of 
them, it is believed, fatally. 

Disorder occurred in several other towns, 
and people were injured in Salamanca, Se- 
ville, Valencia, Badajoz, and Almonda- 
alejo. 

All the Ministerial candidates in Madrid 
were successful. Sufficient returns have 
been received to show that the Government 
has obtained a working majority in the 
Chamber. 


TURKEY READY TO APOLOGIZE. 


Porte Regrets Recent Steps Regarding 
Foreign Post Offices. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, May 19.—Ahmed 
Tewfik Pasha, Ottoman Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, called upon the Ambassadors 
and notified to them Turkey’s desire to re- 
establish the status quo ante in the postal 
question and her intention to send a high 
functionary, probably the Foreign Minister 
Wimself, to apologize for the violations of 

the foreign mail bags. 

The Ambassadors met yesterday at the 
residence of the German Ambassador to 
determine what attitude to adopt in view 
of the complete submission of the Sublime 
Porte. 

It is understood that the German Am- 
bassador considers the incident closed. The 
other powers, however, decline to regard a 
return to the status quo ante as an ade- 
quate settlement, and the British, French, 
and Austrian Embassies have even declined 
to transmit the explanation of Tewfik 
Pasha to their Governments. 


Memorial of Sir Arthur Sullivan. 
LONDON, May 19.—The Dean and Chap- 
ter of St. Paul’s Cathedral have given 
their approval to the suggestion of friends 
and admirers of the late Sir Arthur Sul- 


livan that a monument to his memory be 
placed in the Cathedral, and an influential 
committee has been formed to carry out the 
idea. It is also proposed by the committee 
to endow a scholarship, to be called the 
Arthur Sullivan Scholarship, at the Royal 
Academy of Music, and to erect a statue 
to the composer on the Thames embank- 
ment. Already 9 considerable sum has been 
subscribed, and the committee will invite 
American subscriptions. 


Anniversary of the Commune. 





PARIS, May 19.—The Revolutionary 
Groups celebrated as usual to-day the anni- 
versary of the Commune, marching in 


batches to the Cemetery of Pére Lachaise 


and depositing wreaths at the foot of the 
wall where the Communists were shot, 
Stringent measures were taken by the 
police to preserve order, and a number of 
demonstrators who shouted ‘“ Vive la 
Commune’"’ and “Vive la Revolution” 
were arrrested, though most of them were 
released later. 


King Alexander Not to Abdicate. 
BELGRADE, May 19.—All rumors re- 
garding the abdication of King Alexander, 
the resignation of the Cabinet and the 


banishment of Queen Draga, growing out 
of the recent sensational experiences of 
the Servian royal family, are declared to 
be without foundation. 





Cabinet Crisis in Peru. 
LIMA, Peru, May 19.—A Cabinet crisis is 
reported to be imminent. It is said that the 
Peruvian Minister of Finance, Domingo 


Almenara, has threatened to resign, as he 
disagrees with his colleagues on the details 
of the salt monopoly.

CARNEGIE ART EXHIBITION. 


international Jury Selected by Artists 
to Pass on Works Submitted, and 
Have Full Jurisdiction. 
Special to The New York Times. 


PITTSBURG, May 19.—In reference to the 
exhibition of paintings at the Carnegie In- 
stitute, to be held in November, John W. 
Beatty, the Director of Fine Arts of -the 
institute, explains the plan adopted as fol- 
lows: 

“The invitation just issued by the Carne- 
gie Institute to painters in America and 
Europe is a request to submit works for 
consideration by an international jury, the 
jury to be elected by the contributors. This 
plan was adopted by the Trustees when 
the institute was founded, as the broad- 
est and most democratic of all those sug- 
gested. : 

“The painters of America and:'Europe 
vote by ballot for ten jurors, two from Eu- 


rope and eight from America, but not more 
than three from one city. Thus the jury 
actually represents the artists, and it is 
given entire power to accept works, (ex- 
cepting only those approved by the Advis- 
ory Committees in London, Paris, and Mu- 
nich,) to determine the relative positions to 
be occupied by all paintings hung, and to 
award prizes and medals. The members of 
the jury come to Pittsburg as the guests of 
the institute. 

‘Last year Anders Zorn and Alexander 
Harrison were the two foreign jurors. The 
year before Raffaelli and Stott of Oldham 
represented Europe. On the London Advis- 
ory Committee are Abbey, Alma-Tadema, 
Sargent, Orchardson, Boughton, Fildes, 
Millet, Shannon, Swan, Lavery, and Wal- 
ton. On the Paris Advisory Committee, 
Whistler, Dagnan-Bouveret, Alexander, 
Benjamin Constant, Gay, L'Hermittee, 
Pearce, Cassatt, Thaulow, and Raffaelli, 
and, on the Munich Committee, Loefftz, 
Marr, Stuck, and Rosenthal. 

“The prizes are $1,500, carrying with it a 
gold medal, without regard to nationality; 
$1.000, carrying with it a silver medal and 


$500, carrying with it a bronze medal, 
on the above conditions. In addition to 
these medals, there is a chronological 


medak with $1,000 and $500 respectively for 
the first and second paintings by American 
artists, completed within the year 1901. 

“The exhibition has come to be regarded 
as one of the important international ex- 
hibitions of the world, and, although small 
in the number of works shown, is unusually 
high in the average quality. The date for 
the meeting of the jury is Oct. 16, and of 
the opening of the exhibition Nov. 7, 1901." 


DECISION IN NOTE SUIT. 


Patchogue Bank Gets Judgment on One 
and Loses on Other. 








PATCHOGUE, L. I., May 19.—The suit 
brought by the atchogue Bank against 


the Patchogue and Port Jefferson Traction 
Company to recover on two notes, one for

yesterday. Justice Smith granted judg- 
ment against the traction company for 
the $1,200 note, and sustained its conten- 
tion of not having authorized the drawing 
of the note for $500 by its officers.

But the Italian willingly runs the slight 
risk, for a robin paté is one of the most 
delicious delicacies he can obtain. Robin 
hunters go to their chosen hunting and 
snaring grounds on the night before they 
do their gathering in of the birds, They are 
up before daylight with the robins to se- 
cure their game. Sunrise sees them sneak 
away. The earliest ferryboats bring hunt- 
ers and their spoils to the city, and the 
birds are disposed of before the average 
resident of New York is awake. Fish bas- 
kets, baskets that appear to contain coun- 
try produce, and those which seem to be 
filled with soiled linen are the mediums in 
which the birds are brought to town. It 
takes a shrewd game constable to discover 
that these covers contain anything that_is 
contraband. All song birds fall to the 
traps, snares, and air guns of these gath- 
erers of robins, the only redeeming feature 
ot their work being that they also kill 
hundreds of English sparrows, those busy 
pests that many claim have done about as 
much in diminishing the supply of song 
birds by driving them away from their 
accustomed haunts as have the ruthless 
Italian hunters and snarers.

No need now 
for the tenant who objects to the ball play- 
ing boys or the night howling extra fiend 
to hunt long for a patrolman. Let him go 
to the saloon corner and the faithful blue- 
coated guardian can be found there or 
thereabouts.

Never a baseball game is 
played either at the Polo Grounds in this 
eity or at the Brooklyn baseball park 
without a liberal sprinkling of the uniforms 
of Uncle Sam’s Jackies. These uniforms 
cover not only the forms of the “ men be- 
hind the guns,’”’ but of the officers who 
direct the workings of the big machines of 
death.

WOODSIDE WATER CO. CASE. 


City’s Supply Said to be So Impregnat- 
ed with Salt as to Injure Boilers. 


PATCHOGUE, L. I., May 19.—Justice 
Wilmot M. Smith, in Chambers here yes- 
terday, heard argument in the case of the 
Woodside Water Company against J. P. 
Keating, as Commissioner of Highways of 
New York City.. The plaintiff company 
seeks a writ of mandamus to compel the 
defendant to allow the water company to 
open Mill Street and Orchard Street, in the 
First Ward, in Queens Borough, that it 
may lay mains to the works of the New 
York Steel and Wire Company, a distance 
of 800 feet. 

Justice Smith denied the motion, but on a 
rehearing granted the petition. The res 


argument was had upon the petition of the 
defendant. A. V. H. Ellis, Treasurer of the 
wire company, made affidavit that his 
company cannot obtain a sufficient supply 
of water from the city; that the company 
receives about one-half of the necessary 
500,000 gallons daily to run its plant, and 
that many times they are compelled to 
shut down their works when there is a 
fire in their ward, and further, that the 
water furnished by the city is so impreg- 
nated with salt that, between Oct. 1, 1900, 
and Jan. 1, 1901, they spent $3,677 for re- 
— on their boilers, caused by salt spoil- 
ng the boilers and tubing. He says, fur- 
ther, that they are employing only 80 of 
the 350 men intended, and that, by rea- 
son of shortage of water, are running on 
half time, whereas they should be running 
overtime if they could get the water, 

Assistant Corporation Counsel D. Staple- 
ton for the defense denied the right of the 
water company to supply water in any 
other town except Newtown. 

Leonard C. L. Smith, an engineer in the 
City Water Supply Department, in an affi- 
davit states it is not necessary for the 

laintiffs to extend their mains into Long 
sland City, and that the City of New York 
is now engaged in raising money for the 
purpose of supplying Long Island City with 
water. 

F. H. Van Vechten appeared for the 
water company, Luke D. Stapleton arguing 
against the motion. The Court reserved its 
decision. 


EXPLORER BALDWIN HERE. 


Organizer of Polar Expedition Complet- 
ing Arrangements for His 
Arctic Trip. 





Evelyn Briggs Baldwin, the Arctic ex- 
plorer, is at the Hoffman House in this 
city, having arrived yesterday on the 


Cunard steamship Umbria. 

Mr. Baldwin, who was a member of the 
Peary and Wellman expeditions, has been 
in Europe purchasing supplies and making 
arrangements for his coming trip to the 
Arctic regions. He expects to sail for Dun- 
dee, Scotland, next month, where he will 
board the America, which will be the flag- 
ship of the expedition. Thence he will pro- 
ceed ‘to Tromsoe, Norway, where he wil be 
joined by the supply ship Frithjof, which 
is being fited out. As yet, Mr. Baldwin 
said, he is not prepared to give out his 
plans in detail. 

‘‘Qur expedition,’ he said, “‘ will be ad- 
mirably equipped thanks to the generosity 
of William Waster of New York, who will 
bear the entire expense. I am not prepared 
to give out the personnel of the party, and 
do not want to do so until all~are on 


board. * 
‘I expect to be in Dundee in four weeks, 
and will at once sail for Norway. I can 


say that we will take with us 400 dogs, 15 
Siberian ponies, and 40 men. We shall 
spend the Winter in Franz Josef Land, 
which will be made the basis of our sup- 
plies 

‘*T hope to be the first man to plant the 
Stars and Stripes at the north pole, but 
in any event expect to gain much in- 
formation that will be a valuable addition 
to the scientific knowledge of the world.” 

Mr. Baldwin said he would give out more 
details in a few days. 


WANT COADJUTOR APPOINTED. 


Episcopal Diocese of Long Isiand Urge 


One on Bishop Littlejohn. 


The Episcopal Diocese of Long Island Is 
much interested in the question of a co- 
adjutor to Bishop Littlejohn. Some church- 
men go so far as to say that there will be 
much dissatisfaction if the Bishop does not 


ask for an assistant at the annual con- 
vention, which assembles at Garden City 
to-morrow. 

The trouble is attributed, directly or in- 
directly, to the ill-health of Dr. Littlejohn. 
During the last year, it is asserted, he has 
been able to keep only a small percentage 
of his confirmation appointments. It has 
been necessary in some cases to get classes 
together as often as three times, and some 
have been disappointed after assembling 
in the sanctuary. The feeling is, according 
to representatives of the clerg ‘, that the 
Bishop should ask for a semithin, as it 
is a delicate matter for the diocese to 
select one without his taking the initiative. 

Various names are discussed as probable 
coadjutors, should one be chosen, among 
them, that of the Rev. Arthur B. Kins- 
loving, rector of Christ Church, Brooklyn; 
the Rev. 8. Alsop, rector of St. Ann's, 
and the Rev. Dr. Darlington. The coad- 
jutor would in the course of events succeed 
to the bishopric. The feeling that a strong 
man of executive capacity should be at once 
selected is said to be quite general. 


DERELICTS IN OCEAN LANES. 


Dangerous Wrecks Reported Drifting in 
the Paths of Westbound Ships. 
Two of the large ocean liners, L'Aqui- 
taine, from Havre, and Mesaba, from Lon- 
don, which came into port yesterday, re- 
ported that in crossing the ocean they had 


assed dangerous derelicts which, if they 
had been met with in the night time, could 
not have been observed by the lookouts and 
might have resulted in disaster. The 
wrecks, it was stated, are drifting with the 
wind and water in the ocean lanes daily 
traversed by the liners between this port 
and Europe. 

One derelict was sighted by L’Aquitaine 
in latitude 44.06 and longitude 44.48 (French 
reckoning) and showed a broken mast at- 
tached to a submerged vessel. This was 
on May 15, and three days later the Me- 
saba, while in latitude 40.58 and longitude 
63.40, (Greenwich meridian,) passe the 
stern of a wooden ship floating awash. 

The latter wreck was also sighted by the 
German steamship Lahn. 

Three other ocean liners which arrived 
here during the past few days have report- 
ed passing dangerous waterlogged. schoon- 
ers and wreckage in the west-bound ocean 
lanes. Those steamers were the Sempione, 
from Genoa; the Campanta, from Liverpool, 
and the Neustria, from Marseilles. As ob- 
servations were taken at the time of the 
sighting of the wrecks the United States 
Government will be asked to send out one 
of the small gunboats to hunt for and de- 
stroy the derelicts before they may cause 
disaster. 


COMPLAIN OF AUTOMOBILES. 


The residents of Fordham, in the Borough 
of the Bronx, have become greatly in- 
censec of late at the recklessness of auto- 
bilists, and are ._making many threats 


against them. The greatest danger point 
is at Fordham Square, where there have 
been several narrow escapes and one or 
two minor accidents. 

Automobilists come up Webster Avenue 
from the lower part of the city and wheel 
around the corner into Pelham: Avenue at 
a fate of twelve or fifteen miles an hour. 
It is impossible to see around the corner 
from Webster Avenue, and equally impos- 
sible for the flying vehicles to stop should a 
person or carriage happen to be in the way. 

This was clearly demonstrated yester- 
day when. an automobile, with its bell 
clanging, dashed around the corner at a 
high rate.of speed just as a trolley car 
was coming over the railway bridge. Al- 
though the distance is thirty feet or more, 
it was impossible for the driver to stop in 
time to prevent a collision. As a result, the 
automobile crashed into the side of the 
ear and almost threw its occupants over 
the dashboard. The passengers in the car 
were shaken up, but no damage was done. 

Similar complaints regarding reckless- 
nes are heard in Westchester village. A 
resident of Fordham, who has a store in 
Fordham Square, said yesterday that auto- 
mobilists come around the corner at a 
terrific rate of speed, and that once or 
twice a week there is a club of twenty or 
more automobilists who come dashing up 
Webster Avenue on their way to Travers 
Island, each evidently trying to lead the 
others. It has been suggested that a po- 
liceman be stationed at this point.

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MAJOR R. P. NOAH DEAD. 


Lawyer Fought in the Crimean War and 
Distinguished Himself at Outbreak 
of the Civil War. 


Major Robert Phillips Noah, who had 
been a practicing lawyer in this city for 
many years, died at his home in the Ken- 
mac, 2,754 Broadway, last night of ex- 
haustion caused by intestinal trouble, aged 
sixty-eight years. 

Major Noah was born in this city and was 
a’son of Major M. M. Noah who was a 
Tammany Sheriff of New York County 
three quarters of a-century ago. The son 
early entered politics and at the outbreak 
of the civil war was holding a position as 
United States Storekeeper at Rio de Jan- 
eifo, Brazil. The United States consul in 


that city, being a Southern sympathizer, 
hauled down the American flag whereupon 
Major Noah took possession of the Consul- 





ate and turned the Consul out. He was 
ey complimented for this by the Fed- 
eral Government. 


Major Noah's military title came from 
service in the Crimean war, for although 
American-born, he went to England at the 
outbreak of hostilities between the allies 
and Russia, and securing a commission, 
served throughout the struggle. Previous 
to that he had served his own country, 
while yet a boy, in the Mexican campaign. 

He was Assistant Corporation Counsel 
under Mayor Wickham, from 1875 to 1881. 

Major Noah's father founded Noah's 
Times and Messenger more than two gen- 


erations ago and gave the elder Bennett 
his first job in a printing office, that of 
printer’s ‘‘ devil.’ It is said that he and 
nine other men contributed $1,000, that is 
$100 each, with which to start The New 
York Herald. 

Major Robert P. Noah continued the 
newspaper founded by his father until 


about twenty years ago, when he ceased to 
publish it. The office of The Times and 
Messenger was the birthplace of many 
newspapers, among others the one now 
known as the New York World. Major 
Noah is survived by his wife and one son. 
His law office was at 271 Broadway. , 


FUNERAL OF HENRY BUTT. 


A Score of Societies Attend the Obse- 
quies of Well-Known Brooklyn Man. 


The largest funeral which Williamsburg 
has had in many years took place yester- 
day afternoon from Broadway and Lorimer 
Street, where Henry Butt, a well-known 
hall proprietor, died last Thursday. Mr. 
Butt belonged to nearly twenty societies, 
all of which were largely represented. So 


great was the throng that ten policemen 
were on hand in the street, and at times 
the cars were blocked. 

The Forty-seventh Regiment Armory 
band was stationed on the sidewalk in 
front of the hall and played funeral airs. 
The body lay in state in the large\hall and 
the Rev. Dr. Heischman, pastor of a Lu- 
theran church, conducted the first service, 
after which the Knights of St. John and 
Malta and the Hanover Encampment con- 
ducted their service. 

Fully 5,000 persons were congregated in 
the street when the funeral cortege started. 
All the societies accompanied the body to 
the Lutheran Cemetery, where before the 
interment took place Oltmann’s Lodge, No.

Lodge. No. 848, I. O, O. F., conducted serv- 
ices. 


Death of Weston Howland. 
Weston Howland, the discoverer of a 
method of refining petroleum, died last 
night at Fairhaven, Mass., aged eighty- 
six years. In 1860 he tried his experiments 
with petroleum, which had just been found 
in Pennsylvania in large quantities, and 
was about to give up the problem. By ac- 
cident he solved the secret of refining, and 
convinced that petroleum was to be the 
oil of the future, he established a factory. 
It brought him a fortune. He was collector 


of the Port of New Bedford from 1SS6 to

Say Dreco, Cal., Monday —At Picacho, on 
the Colorado River, above Yuma, Senators 
Morgan, of Ajabame ; Jones, of Nevada, and 
former Senator Pettigrew, of Soyth Dakota, 
are interested with former Senator Dorseg 
in a mountain of low grade gold ore. 

Plans are making for a mill with 2% 
stamps, with a cyanide plant larger than any 
other in the country. The mountain of ore 
is practically inexhaustidle, but Jt would be

Most signs augur continuance of cheer- 
ful sentiment in Wall Street. Current 
crop news, trade returns, traffic reports, 
and other routine data all favor resump- 
tion of the movement so rudely halted by 
the panic. Nothing is more significant of 
the return to optimism than the preva- 
lence once more of rose-hued rumors and 
the willingness of speculators to give 
them attentive hearing.

GERMAN MONEY AND TRADE. 


BERLIN, May 19.—The weekly financiat 


reviews all devote large space to Wall 
Street and the reflex influence here, ad- 
| mitting that business on the German 
| Boerses was dominated wholly by New 
York last week, no department showing 
| animation and transactions reaching only 


a minimum. The Frankfurter Zeitung, de- 
scribing the week’s Boerse as ‘a picture 
of complete desolation,’ says events in 
Wall Street caused both speculators and 
outsiders to maintain the greatest reserve. 
The money market also felt the effects*of 
Wall Street reaction and London's higher 
rates. While the private rate of discount 
rose only one-eighth, foreign exchange con- 
tinued upward. French investors began 
* withdrawing their balances for the Russian 


loan. Paris and Amsterdam are above the 
gold point, and London is nearly there. 
The press does not expect a return to 


cheaper money rates soon, and fears are 
expressed that the situation may continue 
changing, thus necessitating a rise in the 
Reichsbank rate of discount. The Reichs- 
bank officials, however, are confident that 
a rise will not occur, pomting out the in- 
creased metal stock of the Reichsbank and 
the slight demand for money in industry 
and trade. Call money hardly would be 
affected by such considerations. 

The money situation depressed the Gov- 
ernment loans. The papers are of the opin- 
ion that the Americans have sold the Gere 
man loans here to raise money for home 
speculation, and also that German holders 
have sold freely. 

Stagnation marked the foreign loans, 
The Spanish loan fell, owing to the polit- 
ical situation in Spain. Servian rentes fell 
sharply yesterday, upon the report of the 
physicians of Queen Draga. 

The Vossische Zeitung dentes the report 
published in London that Russia has been 
sounding Berlin bankers for a new loan. 

lron and coal shares were weak. Re- 
ports from the iron centres were mainly 
unfavorable, particularly so in the cases of 
Lorraine and Luxembourg, where the 
stockS are increasing, in spite of the 2% 
per cent. restriction. The latest United 
States iron report also depressed values, 
being regarded as indicating the approach 

f American competition. Business with 
the foundries was slower and less re- 
munerative, owing to the lessening de- 
mands of machinery for trade. Silesia re- 
ports declining coal shipments and West- 
halia 7 per cent. less coke for the first 

alf of the month than for the correspond- 
ing period in April.

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WANTS 10 FIGHT FILIPINOS 


But, Being a Stowaway, He Will 
Be Sent Back to Europe. 


Juan Viadin Maya, a Young Spaniard, 
Reaches Here on L’Aquitaine, and 
Says He Would Enlist. 


Juan. Viadin Maya, a deserter from the 


Spanish Army, who is a fine-looking young 
Spaniard, arrived in New York yesterday, 
a stowaway on the French liner L’Aqui- 
taine. For three years he has been wan- 
dering through France and Switzerland, 
earning his livelihood in all sorts of ways. 
He has been a waiter in a restaurant in 
Marseilles, a seller of oranges in Langres, 
and a server of drinks to thirsty custom- 
ers in winerooms.in France and Switzer- 


land. 

On Ellis Island yesterday, where he was 
seen, he told the story of his desertion from 
the army of Spain, its causes, and the 
events that followed during his sojourn 
in France and Switzerland. He does not 
speak a word of English, but with the aid 
of one of the expert linguists employed by 
the department, fhe story of his desertion 
and the events that followed was gleaned. 

In the beginning he remarked, with a sly 
upward glance, the real cause of his de- 
sertion was that his regiment, the Aragon, 
had been ordered to Cuba to fight the 
Americans. He was too great a lover of 
liberty, he said, to fight in such a cause, 
and in consequence he took French leave, 
which was in this case Spanish, and made 
his way to the French border, over the 
Pyrenees Mountains, 

There were many deserters scattered 
throughout the country at the time, and 
to make his escape he found it necessary 
to feign all kinds of disguises and occupa- 
tions. All went well until he reached the 
Pyrenean vicinity. There the passes were 
strongly guarded by the civil police, and 
traveling by night and hiding by day, it 
was here that he was confronted with the 
most dangerous experiences of his flight. 

He had 250 pesetas, and with 25 of them 
he bribed a woodcutter to assist him in 
crossing the mountains. Escaping into 
France, his first stop was at Marseilles, 
where he secured employment as a waiter. 
He remained there for eight months, and 
then decided to continue his journey. 

When he next secured employment he 
was in Zurich, Switzerland. Serving wine 
in a tavern was what he did then. Then 
for a second time he began a pilgrimage in 
the direction of the French frontier. At 
Langres the Mayor had him placed in 
custody, and told him that he would have 
to produce his passports or have made out 
a certificate of residence, or else continue 
his journey. This certificate, which he 
has with him now, was made out at 
Langres and signed by the Mayor. It tells 
the reader that the person mentioned with- 
in is apparently of Spanish extraction, has 
black hair, black eyes, and is about twen- 
ty-one years old. 

After he was released he decided to make 
his residence in Langres for a time, and 
began to peddle oranges. For six weeks 
he followed this vocation, and at the end 
of that period found that he was ahead 
about 325 francs. The wonders of Paris 
next claimed his attention, and disposing 
ef the last of his stock of oranges, he 
started for the capital. In Paris, for the 
first time since his desertion, he found him- 
self unable to get employment. He wan- 
dered through the streets until his re- 
maining francs numbered less than 50. 
Learning that the United States was con- 
he decided to make his way to New York 
and enlist to fight the Filipinos. 

L’Aqultaine he picked upon as a very 
good vessel to make the passage on, and 
when the steerage passengers began to 
embark he mingled with them and slipped 
on board. It was not until last Phursday 
that his presence became known® He told 
Capt. Poncelet his story, and then the 
Captain, after an amount of thinking, de- 
cided that the stowaway was to be al- 
lowed to finish the voyage in the steerage, 
and that he was to have the regular steer- 
age fare and not stoke the engines, as is 
the usual case. 

At Ellis Island yesterday, when he was 
told that in all probability he would be 
sent back to France, Juan could not see 
why, especially as he had come to America 
to fight for the country. He also intimated 
that he thought he had been misinformed 
concerning the much-vaunted freedom of 
the United States. He said he was an or- 

han, and that he had one sister, who was 
iving in Barcelona. 


CIVIL SERVICE LAW VIOLATION. 


Practice of Appointing Persons as “ La- 
borers’ Who Are Then Assigned 


to Classified Work. 

The committee of the National Civil Serv- 
ice Reform League appointed to inveésti- 
gate the condition of the Federal service 
has made a report to the Council of the 
League concerning the practice of appoint- 
ing persons without examination ‘* la- 
borers’ in the Federal civil service, who 
are subsequetniy assigned to clerical or 
other classified work in violation of Civil 
Service Rule XIII., which provides that 
**no person who is appointed as a laborer 
or workman without examination under the 


civil service rules shall be assigned to work 
of the same grade as that performed by 
classified employes.” 

The report says that since the present 
Administration came into power there has 
been a great increase in the labor force of 
the Government. The investigating com- 
mittee has reached the conclusion that this 
increase is due not so much to the natural 
growth of the labor service as to the fact 
that laborers are employed to perform the 
duties of classified employes. The report 
continues: 

We find that in the Patent Office a consider- 
able number of laborers are doing the work of 
classified clerks. Some of these were appointed 
as ‘‘model attendants’’; some of them are 
colored laborers who are performing the duties 
of messengers, and some of them are assigned to 
service as book typewriters. 

These facts were brought to the attention of 
the Interior Department and the Patent Office. 
and your committee was afterward informed by 
the department that such appointments were in 
fact made, but that it was necessary to assign 
laborers to the work of classified clerks because 
the allowance of the latter in the last appropria- 
tion was found insufficient. More clerks were 
needed than were provided for, and therefore 
laborers had to be assigned to the work, which 
would be seriously crippled if this were not 
done. 

This would be an excellent reason for using 
laborers, but it is not a reason for using labor- 
ers who have not passed the civil service ex- 
amination. A considerable number of persons 
are found upon the eligible list of typewriters 
who would be glad to accept appointments aa 
laborers and be assigned to typewriter work at 
laborers’ compensation. These could be ap- 
pointed to that duty without resorting to per- 
zonal selection, and in this way Rule XIII 
would be observed, as that rule only prohibits 
the assignment to classified work of such labor- 
ers as have not passed the examination. 

The report says that the rule is not only 
violated in the various departments at 
Washington, but also in some of the large 
Post Offices of the country. It is sub- 
mitted that while a few individual cases 
of violation of the rule may not seem a 
grave injury to the classified service, yet 
they have now become so numerous that 
there is danger that the competitive sys- 
tem will be seriously undermined. As a 
remedy the recommendation is made to re- 
move the motive for making appointments 
from personal selection by the establish- 
ment of a registration system by which la- 
borers may be appointed according to prior- 
ity of application, (modified by special 
facts showing adaptability for the work to 
be performed,) as has already been done 
by the Navy Department.
